WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.— As- 
serting that Andrew W. Mellon, 
while Secretary of the Treasury, 
“began the execution of a scheme 
to evade his Federal income taxes,” 
the Government today initiated a 
new effort to collect $3,075,102 from 
the Pittsburgh millionaire. 

In a petition entered before the 
board of tax appeals, the treasury 
that “fictitious” stock 
sales were employed as part of\a 
“comprehensive scheme of tax eva- 
sion and avoidance.” 

The plan was said to have in- 
cluded use of family-controlled cor- 
porations for tax-free transfer of 
stock holdings to Mellon’s son and 
daughter. 

The Government sought from the 
former Ambassador to Great Brit- 
ain additional 1931 taxes totalling 
$2,050,068 as well as fraud penalties 
of $1;025,034. The petition was filed 
in answer to an appeal entered by 
Mellon on May 25, subsequent to 
notice of the assessment.

“Such reported sales,” it said, 
“were not sales made in good faith, 
but the transactions aforesaid were 
fictitious and entered into and car- 
ried out by petitioner as steps in a 
more comprehensive scheme »f tax 
evasion and avoidance which con- 
templated (1) the transmission of 
a large portion of petitioner's es- 
tate to his children, either directly 
or through controlled family cor- 
porations, at a time when he vould 
escape Federal gift taxes and in a 
manner designed to avoid the iater 
imposition of Federal estate taxes; 
and (2), the utilization of corpora-

Year. 


INVITATION WIRED 
BY 33 MEMBERS 


Reply Stipulates Moscow 
Will Not Submit to Arbi- 
tration of Conflicts in 
Which It Was Involved 
Prior to Entry.

GENEVA, Sept. 15.—Soviet Rus- 
Sia agreed today to take a place 
among the select Powers of Europe 
as a permanent member of the 
Council of the League of Nations, 

Russia was invited in an invita- 
tion signed by 33 members to join 


the League. The invitation was 
dispatched by telegraph to Moscow 
and the acceptance arrived speed- 
ily. Simultaneously it was an- 
nounced that Russia had been 
elected by the Council to fill one 
of the two permanent seats in that 
body made vacant by the withdraw- 
al of Germany and Japan from the 
Leaue last year. 

Germany and Japan were men- 
tioned frequently in the weeks of 
discussions that preceded Russia's 
election today. The tension  be- 
tween Russia and Japan in the Far 
East is-well known. The German 
angle lay in the fact that France 
was the main sponsor in the move 
to seat Russia in the Council: 

Allocation of the council seat 
must be approved by the League 
Assembly, to which the question of 
Russia's election to the League body 
also will be referred. 

No Great Opposition. 

What opposition there was to 
Russia’s election was not strong. 

A movement to require a pledge 
that Russia would give religious 
liberty to foreigners made no prog- 
ress. Until the time of the tele- 
graphic dispatch of the invitation, 
efforts were made to specify such 
a pledge. along the lines of the as- 
surances given the United States 
when that country recognized the 
Soviet. 

All of the nations of Continental 
Europe participated in the invita- 
tion with the exception of Swit- 
zerland, Belgium, Holland, Portu- 
gal and Luxembourg.

Justice, the “Kingfish” descended 
on the district Democratic execu- 
tive committee here today, expelled 
the chairman and had a new. elec- 
tion called for Oct. 9. 

The Louisiana dictator was an- 
gered becaus~ Porter was nominat- 
ed when his candidate, Justice 
Winston Overton, died tnree days 
before the election, leaving Porter 
unopposed. 

The district. courtroom was 
crowded when Long arrived with 
Lieutenant-Governor Fournet and 
Attorney-General Porterie. 

Long Takes Command. 

Long selected a back seat and 
stayed there for nearly an hour as 
Porterie presented formal legal ar- 
guments against the certification 
of Porter as Democratic nominee. 

Finally, in exasperation, Long or- 
dered: 

“Sit down, Porterie.” 

The crowd laughed—Porterie sat 
down. 

Standing on the edge of the 
crowd, Judge Porter and the Sen- 
ator exchanged verbal shots. 

Long shouted: “Thomas Fitzger- 
old Porter will never ge seen on the 
~ench.” 

Porter asked Long if he would 
be calling for another election if 
he (Porter) had died. 

“Let the people decide the mat- 
ter,” Long answered, “and if you 
steal that election, I'll call the Leg- 
islature into session, and you will 
not go to the Supreme Court.” 

Talk About Cowards. 

“I don’t believe there will be 
another election,” Porter declared. 

“Oh, yes, there will,” retorted 
Long. 

Waving his arms in the direction 
of Porter, Long shouted: 

“Are you willing to hold an elec- 
tion? Would you go before the 


“Do you call me a coward?” Por- 
ter interrupted. 

Long said something about a “po- 
litical coward,” and Porter fired 
back: 

“You are a personal coward.” 

Chairman Is Overruled. 

T. Arthur Edwards, chairman of 
the Democratic committee, de- 
clared Porter should be certified 
as the nominee because the law pro- 
vides that when a candidate dies 
within seven: days of an election no 
new candidates may file. 

As only. two other members of 
the committee sided with Edwards’ 
views, and 10 were inclined to agree 
with Long, the committee deposed 
the chairman and named J. Cleve- 
land Fruge in his place. 

It took the committee only a 
short while then, under Long’s di- 
rection, to declare last Tuesday’s 
primary “null and void” and to call 
a new election for Oct. 9. Candi- 
dates in the new election will have 
until Sept. 26 to file notice of their 
intenton to run. 

Judge Porter intimated he would 
carry a fight through the courts.

There are few of these. The 
minimum wages are slightly 
higher in the woolen, worsted 
and silk textile industries. Av- 
erage weekly earnings there are 
from $12 to $15 a week, Gorman 
said.

In addition two regiments of mili- 
tia and the 62 special units of the 
guard were ordered to report in 
their armories not later than 
a. m. Monday with full field equip- 
ment. 


Textile Worker Killed. 
“Nap” Brown, textile worker, 


Aragon, Ga., and two men, who au- 
thorities think are members of a 
flying squadron of strikers are held 
for investigation. The two men 
were arrested after Brown had 
been killed in attempting to halt 
a car whose occupants had begun 
firing as they rode past a textile 
mill in Aragon. 


Gov. Ehringhaus of North Caro- 
line sent five more companies to 
the strike areas where 33 are al- 
ready on duty.

If such agree- 
ments of organized labor are worth 
no more than this, then that insti- 
tution is not such a, responsbile in- 
strumentality as can make _ cori- 
tracts on which this country can 
rely.”

Johnson lied last night in his attack 
upon the United Textile Workers,” 
Gorman answered, “but I will say 
that he did not tell the truth.” John- 
son himself broke the agreement of 
June 2, Gorman asserted, declaring 
that the first ciause of that com- 
pact stipulated that-the agreement 
should not prejudice the right to 
strike. The agreement of last June 
ended a threatenéd general textile 
walkout. Under it, the NRA re- 
search and planning board was to 
study and report on hours, wages 
and differentials, while a commit- 
tee under the cofle authority was 
to compile a report on “the stretch- 
out.”

Head of Mill Owners Says They 
Can’t Increase Wages. 
By the Agsociated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 15. — George 
A. Sloan, president of the Cotton 
Textile Institute, declared in a 
statement tonight that the indus- 


|try’s record of rising production 


costs showed it could not meet the 
strikers’ demands for wage in- 
creases. 

“National Recovery Administra- 
tor Hugh S. Johnson’ in his Friday 
night speech emphasized that this 
industry, under its code, re-em- 
ployed 140,000 workers and in- 
creased average hourly wage rates 
by more than 70 per cent,” Sloan 
said. “These outstanding accom- 
plishments for labor were made in 
the face of sharply increased raw 
material costs, a constantly dimin- 
ishing consumer demand, and a 
nearly 50 per cent drop in exports. 

“Raw material costs, including 
the processing tax, increased from 
7.1 cents a pound in March, 1933, 
to 16.9 cents a pound in March, 
1934, and in August last had 
reached a high point of 18.2 cents 
a pound. The burden of the pro- 
cessing tax alone for 12 months was 
a total of $110,000,000 or 40 per 
cent of the industry’s payrolls while 
other taxes, Federal, State and lo- 
-cal aggregated over $30,000,000 or 
approximately 7 per cent of the 
payroll. 

The cost in wages of processing 
one bale of cotton rose from $2.60 
a bale in March, 1933, to $4.93 in 
March, 1934, according to the 
United States Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. ; | 

“Obviously, as raw material costs 
advance the margin between such 
costs and the selling price of the 
products—out of which manufac- 
turing costs are paid—shrinks pro- 
portionately. 

“Most significant of all, however, 
are the only available income tax 
figures of the United States Treas- 
ury Department. They show that 
this industry during the six year 
}period from 1926 to and including 


1931 sustained a net deficit of $77,- 
478,749.”

PLANES REPORTED 
SENT PIECEMEAL 
INTO GERMANY 


Munitions lnauiey. Obtains 
Evidence of Smuggling 
| Camouflaged Shipments. 


(Copyright, 1934, by the Associated Press.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 15. — The 
Senate Munitions Investigating 
Committee intends to disclose next 
week evidence indicating that Ger- 
many has assembled a _ sizeable 
fleet of war planes. 

Evidence has been uncovered re- 
lating that the planes were smug- 
gled piecemeal through North Sea 
ports, then assembled. The com- 
mittee has further evidence that 
such shipments were made from 
the United States, Great Britain and 
Sweden. It is alleged that camou- 
flaged engines, parts and other 
equpiment were sent in under mis- 
leading labels and _ shipping in- 
voices. 

Yesterday’s Testimony. 

Documents placed in the record 
yesterday, when adjournment was 
taken over the week-end, report: 

Huge stores of arms have been 


shipped from Italy into Austria 
and Hungary. 
Sixty bombing and -— fighting 


planes, carrying full bomb racks 
and complete gas equipment, were 
delivered from Italy to Hungary by 
air. 

A great store of gas was deliv- 
ered by rail from Italy into Aus- 
tria, and presumably into Hungary, 
over a period of 10 months “with- 
out anyone’s noticing the ship- 
ments.” 

The committee intends next weer 
to look into the manufacture and 
distribution of poison gas. Inves- 
tigators held evidence today that 
four great Powers are equipping 
themselves with cellophane jzas 
masks against any possible future 
conflict. A committee investigator 
asserted it would be developed that 
not only the United States, but also 
Great Britain, Germany and Japan 
had such masks. 

Nye Tells of Pressure. 

Senator Nye (Rep.), North Dako- 
ta, chairman of the committee, re- 
ported today that there had been 
a powerful effort to halt or at least 
slow down the investigation that al- 
ready has caused international re- 
verberations. He asserted, however, 
that the inquiry would continue to 
be “sweeping and complete.” 

Testimony has been given indi- 
cating Germany kept her subma- 
rine building industry alive outside 
her own borders, smuggled in large 
stores of American revolvers and 
machine guns, and built up her am- 
munition dumps with thousands of 
tons of powder. 

Confidential sales reports of the 
E. I. du Pont de Nemours Co. of 
Delaware were placed in the rec- 
ords. These reports mentioned that 
Poland consideréd a war with Ger- 
many unavoidable, and that arms 
scandals had been hushed when 
they came to light in Central 
Europe. 

Arms Shipments to Hungary. 

Referring to reports of arms'ship- 
ments into Hungary, William N. 
Taylor, Paris agent for du Pont, on 
Feb. 6, 1933, reported to his chief, 
Maj. K.-K, V. Casey, in charge of 
du Pont retail sales, saving in part: 

“It appears that an Italian at 
Verona, I believe his name is Ce- 
sare, obtained 30,000 rifles and 200 
machine guns, which are part of the 
Austrian material seized by Italy 
during the war, and shipped this 
material to Hirtenberg in Austria, 
obtaining a permit through the 
frontier on the basis of sending 
these arms to be repaired. This ma-~ 
terial arrived at the Hirtenberg 
factory in good order, was imme- 
diately shipped in automobile 
trucks to Hungary; the rest was re- 
paired at Steyer’s and shipped to 
~ ‘ganorme during the night of Dec. 

and 31 last. : & 

“This has caused considerable 
agitation in the Austrian Parlia- 
ment. The matter has quieted 
down, and somehow or other it was 
arranged that the French should 
not make any official trouble about 
it. 

“Hushed Up” at Geneva.

Tickets, Money and Me- 
chanical Rabbit Seized at 
Cahokia — Six Persons 
Are Arrested. 


The latest attempt to establish 
dog racing in St. Clair County end- 
ed after the first rate at Cahokia 
dog track last night when 15 Depu- 
ty Sheriffs raided the betting 
booths and _ confiscated betting 
tickets, money and the electric rab- 
bit and held six track operators 
and employes for questioning. 


A program of 10 races was 
scheduled to start at 8:15 but a 
meager crowd of 200 shivered in 
the chilly air until 9:35, waiting 
for the first race to start. Some 
complained the delay was ordered 
by the management to permit the 
concessions to sell more coffee and 
“hot dogs,” on the theory the track 
would be shut down by officers 
after the first race, anyway. 

Only about 20 bets—under the 
option system—were placed for the 
first contest. The deputies got into 
action when a woman walked up 
to a booth to collect $7.50 on Holy 
Moses, winning dog. As the officers 
closed in, the clerk in the cage 
slipped out the back entrance and 
disappeared.

Federal Judge Grants Mo- 
tion to Quash Subpena 
for Statements on Morro 


Castle Fire. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 15. — The 
Ward Line won its fight today to 
keep from the grand jury record 
the affivadits and statements ob- 
tained by its attorneys from offi- 
cers and members of the crew of 
the fire-destroyed Morro Castle. 
Federal Judge Alfred C. Coxe 
granted the motion of Ward Line 
attorneys to quash the subpena to 
produce the affidavits. 

The subpena was issued by Unit- 
ed States Attorney Martin C. Con- 
boy. 

In granting the motion of the 
Ward Line attorneys—who have 
been criticised by Conboy during 
the inquiries into last Saturday's 
disaster for allegedly coaching wit- 
nesses—Judge Coxe. said: 

“The papers which the attorneys 
are asked to produce are not priv- 
ileged inasmuch as they contain 
merely the statements of persons 
other than the client (the Ward 
Line). 

“Private Memoranda.” 

“These statements are, however, 
the private memoranda for work 
papers of the attorneys and are not 
evidence in the pending investiga- 
tion. I do not think,’ therefore, 
that their production might prop- 


The Ward Line, in its first offi- 
cial statement since the disaster, 
expressed its readiness to “give 
every assistance or facilities at our 
command” to aid the investigation. 

Franklin D. Mooney, president of 
the line, said: 

“We have refrained from com- 
ment on the disaster itself and the 
circumstances surrounding it as 
matters now under consideration by 
the public authorities. 

It has been our desire not to add 
to the many conflicting rumors 
and reports that are being constant- 
ly presented. We have opened every 
facility available to us for assist- 
ance of the Department of Com- 
merce and its steamship inspection 
service, as well as the United States 
attorney in the investigation which 
he also is conducting. 

“All Possible Assistance.” 

“We shall remain ready and 
wililng to give every assistance or 
facilities at our command to re- 
move from this terrible tragedy the 
last vestige of obscurity which has 
enveloped it and which has not yet 
been solved. 

“We are hopeful that before the 
investigations are finished the 
mystery will be solved and that 
reasonably accurate information 
can be furnished, whether by the 
report of the authorities or in some 
other appropriate manner, 

“During the hours that immedi- 
ately followed the -first report re- 
ceived in our offices, we were un- 
able to secure reliable information 
concerning the disaster and it. is 
apparent from a reading of the tes- 
timony of various witnesses which 
is being given at the Department 
of Commerce inquiry that much 
confusion and uncertainty still ex- 
ists.” 

Line’s Marine Experts Ready. 

Mooney said, “Presumably the 
Ward Line will be requested later 
on to produce evidence on the con- 
struction of the ship and marine 
experts are prepared to show that 
no effort or expense was spared to 
make her a model of modern ship 
construction, with every latest ap- 
proved device for securing safety 
and life at sea.” 

The Ward Line, he said, notes 
“with great interest the suggestion 
which has been made that future 
construction should be more largely 
of steel in place of wood and this 
is already having our considera- 
tion.” 

Fresh disclosures seemed avail- 
able for the second week of the 
Department of Commerce inquiry, 
conducted by Dickerson N. Hoover 
of the Bureau of Navigation. 

Among those called for next Mon- 
day is George Alagna, the assistant 
radio operator, who pulled George 
Rogers, the chief operator, from the 
blazing wireless room after the de- 
layed SOS was sent out.

SAYS “CHISELING 
TRUCKERS DEFEAT 
COAL CODE AIMS 


Head of Missouri Dump 
Truck Association Tells 
NRA Board of Unem- 
ployed Haulers’ Methods. 


-ASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—Unless 
gome way can be found to control 
the “chiseling trucker,” the coal 
code cannot be made effective in 
St: Louis, William J. Becker, head 
of the Missouri Dump Truck Asso- 
ciation, today told F. E. Berquist, 
chairman of the NRA Board of 
Review which is to pass on the 
question of minimum coal prices for 
the St. Louis area. 

Becker described at length the 
operations of the unemployed man 
who manages to scrape a few dol- 


lars together to buy a truck and 
enter into con.petition with regu- 
lar truckers. According to Becker, 
coal is being hauled from Belleville 
for 70 cents a ton, whereas the 
trucking code calls for a charge of 
$1.50 for this haul. 

“He goes over at 7 o'clock at 
night,” said Becker, “and most like- 
ly to a ‘chiseling’ mine. He carries 
his lunch with him and sleeps on 
his truck while he’s waiting for a 
load. Often he may not go home 


for two or three days at a time.| 


Hours or wages, as defined in the 
code, don’t interest him at all.” 

Although Becker described these 
truckers as “chislers,” he made it 
plain that they were for the most 
part unemployed who turned to any 
means, however desperate or ardu- 
ous, to earn a little food. 

Price Ditferential Issue. 

Another controversial issue, that 
of the price differential between 
Southern [Iilli1.ois high-grade coal, 
that is Franklin County coal, and 
middle grade Belleville coai, was 
injected into the public hearing to- 
day which was continued from yes- 
terday’s session. J. Louis Reiber, 
representing the Belleville and 
Madison-St. Clair associations of 
producers, expressed the belief that 
a differential of 59 cents a ton be- 
tween these two kinds of coal was 
too low. This, he said, contrasted 
with a differential of about $1.25 a 
ton which has prevailed during the 
past 15 years. 

“The local situation has become 
so public,” said Becker, “that even 
the public itself is in the habit of 


discussing this question of differ-: ji 


entials, which is very unusual.” 

“If the differential were widened 
25 cents a ton, which would make 
it 84 cents, it would be a more 
equitable setup,” Reiber said in re- 
sponse to questioning from Ber- 
quist. “The price of anthracite and 
coke would have to go up to give 
us this differential,’ he “added. 

No Discrimination on Cost. 

George W. Curran of St. Louis, 
vice-chairman of the divisional code 
authority, sought to bring out that 
there had been no discrimination in 
cost finding between these two 
grades of coal and Reiber agreed 
that this was so. Berquist then 
pointed out that this brought the 
matter down to the mine price un- 


der the bituminous coal code which ! 


his board was not, of course, em- 
powered to review. 

“That should be taken up with 
the producers in the Illinois mar- 
keting subdivision of the code au- 
thority,” Berquist said. “However, I 
believe we should pay some consid- 
eration to this question of differ- 
ential and that that could be in the 
public interest.” 

Curran informed Berquist that 
Attorney General McKittrick of 
Missouri had threatened legal ac- 
tion which might invalidate any 
price schedule set up under the 
code. 

“These cost determinations must 
be so eminently fair that the pub- 
lic can have no complaint,” was 
Berquist’s comment. He has indi- 
cated that thus far he approves the 
procedure the St. Louis code au- 
thority employed to determine mini- 
Under the NRA 
setup, Berquist, when he has com- 
pleted his review of all data from 
St. Louis, will pass his recommen- 
dation to Divisional Administrator 
Houston, who will take final action 

Effect on Railroads 

“The public must remember,” Ber- 
quist said, “that these codes bring 
different price results. Take the 
railroads for example. They for- 
merly paid 75 cents a ton for their 
coal and they now pay $1.75 to $1.90 
a ton. The public must realize 
this.” 

It was brought out that the pro- 
posed price schedule now under re- 
view narrows down thé margin be- 
tween the price paid by the domes- 
tic consumer and the industria] 
user of coal. 

“In the past the domestic con- 
sumer has done a lot to carry the 
burden of the industrial consumer,” 
Berquist said. “There I think you 
have done very well to narrow the 
differential, as between the domes- 
tic and industrial consumer. There 
is no reason why the domestic con- 
sumer should go on carrying this 
burden.” 

Later Berquist went into a de- 
tailed analysis of charts and statis- 
tics on which the divisional code au- 
thority in St. Louis had based their 
minimum prices. Members of the 
code authority present at the hear- 
ing included C. P. Melton, Louis 
Schultz, Joseph Harding, P. E. Con- 
rades, Clarence V. Beck and W. J 
Miller, chairman.

WEEK'S METAL REVIEW 


By the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 15.—Prime Western 
zinc quotations dropped $3 per ton in the 
past week as smelters found consumer bDuy- 
ing interest indifferent while ore produc- 
tion mounted following a 10-day period of 
mine curtailment. Resumption of mine 
operations at an active f@te despite re- 
ports of reduced consumption was said to 
have unbalanced the statistical position. 
The lower quotations which resulted failed 
to attract more than light demand. 

Although domestic copper was queit and 
unchanged at the basis of 9 cents for blue 
eagie electrolytic, prices for this metal in 
the European market eased to the lowest 
levels in about 16 months, owing partly to 
poor demand. Buying here was also of 
small provortions, although hopes were ex- 
pressed that consumers would soon re-enter 
the market. The mid-summer buying move- 
ment was believed to have supplied require- 
ments up to October. In the meantime, 
the code authority is said to be complet- 
ing permanent buying contracts with con- 
sumers. 

Tin moved irregularly in sympathy with 
London, a feature being the development 
of a premium for spot over futures quo- 
tations. This, however, was not..@ refiec- 
tion of any domestic demand for nearby 
metal as buying remained small and tin 
plate operations were unchanged from the 
recent 40 per cent rate. 

Lead was quiet and prices unchanged. 
Buying was said to be marked by muvre or 
less caution owing to seasonal influences 
and uncertainty over the general business 
outlook. The course of prices was said to 
be dependent partly upon whether offtake of 
metal equaled ore intake by smelters. 

Antimony displayed a steadier undertone 
in sympathy with reported firmness in 
China and a little European inquiry, but 
domestic demand remained light. 

A further slight recovery in steel op- 
erating schedules to around 20 per cent 
of capacity reflected replenishment buying 
by miscellaneous consumers, but no out- 
standing Wemand was noted The trade 
still looks to structural awards for public 
projects to furnish the principal demand, 
while ratiroad and automobile buying is 
seasonally dull.

SAVES 3000 BIRDS IN OREGON 


Fowl Are Afflicted in Great Num- 
bers by Strange Malady; Fresh 
Water Is Remedy.

KLAMATH FALLS, Ore., Sept. 
15.—A “hospital” for wild ducks, 
afflicted by the thousands, with a 
strange malady has saved the lives 
of about 3000 game birds in South-

Flocks of ducks, teal, spoonbills, 
gulls, grebe and geese had been 
stricken by what is described by 
some as a form of botulism.

He showered Gold- 
man with a string of birdies in the 
afternoon, never relaxing the pres- 
sure, and ended the one-sided en- 
counter on the twenty-ninth green. 

The clouting Californian, many 
of whose tee.shots carried close to 
300 yards, never was in. anything 
resembling serious trouble. He was 
in only two traps during the en- 
tire match and on neither occa- 
sion was his ball in the sand so 
that he never was called on to play 
an explosion shot. With six birdies 
and only three holes where he 
went over. par, Little was three un- 
der par for the 29 holes. 

His margin of triumph was not 
as lop-sided as the final match in 
the British amateur, where he wal- 
loped James Wallace, the Scotch 
carpenter, 14 and 13. It was con- 
vincing enough, however, to leave 
no doubt whatever that Little is the 
absolute master of amateur ranks, 
at home and abroad, for: the time 
being. In succeeding to the title 
lost earlier in this week’s tourna- 
ment by George T. Dunlap Jr., of 
New York, the Californian won sev- 
en successive matches without be- 
ing extended. It was the nearest 
thing to a one-man tournament 
since Bob Jones retired, for Little 
was the outstanding favorite from 
start to finish. 

California’s First U. S. King. 

The first Californian to win 
either the British or American 
amateur titles, Little has shot spec- 
tacularly to the twin peaks of golf. 
Five years ago he was just a youth- 
ful slugger best known as “the man 
who beat the man who whipped 
Jones.” That was at Pebble Beach, 
in 1929, when Little defeated John- 
ny Goodman, who had conquered 
Jones in the first round of the na- 
tional tournament. 

The best he had ever done before 
was to reach the 1933 semifinals, 
where he lost to Dunlap. He made 
the Walker Cup team this year for 
the first time. Concentrating on 
the improvement of his game, 
mainly under the tutelage of Tom- 
my Armour, the Californian sud- 
denly began to combine accuracy 
ahd steadiness with his terrific 
power. The result is a golfing ma- 
chine which has been rolling ir- 
resistibly through all opposition, 
from May to September, and now 
looks to be the nearest to “a sure 
thing” in golf since Jones retired 
in 1930.

The yachts beat 15 miles to wind- 
ward, or against the wind, and then 
15 miles to lo-’ard, or down the 
wind, over the very same course. 
They move slowly against the wind, 
of course, with much tacking, and 
coming about, or turning, Skipper 
“Mike” constantly endeavoring to 
hold his slight advantage by back- 
winding the Englishman, as the ex- 
perts say, meaning to break up the 
breeze so Sopwith will not get any 
benefit from it. 

The huge Corsair sails across 
the Argo’s bow with a brief dis- 
dainful toot as much as to say, 
“Get out of my way, your poor in- 
come taxpayers.” The Argo gives 
it room. Old man Morgan's boat 
is as big as an ocean liner. 

It takes over three hours for the 
yachts to make the turning mark 
at the end cf the 15 miles beat to 
windward. This is distressingly 
slow. The Rainbow rounds the 
mark at 2:42.40, the Endeavour at 
2:45.26, a difference of two minutes 
46 seconds. 

As the Rainbow rounds the mark, 
Skipper “Mike” breaks out what is 
technically known as his parachute 
spinaker sail, which is what might 
be termed a “puller” sail. It fills 
with wind until it is distended like 
the stomach of a Tammany alder- 
man, and is calculated to yank a 
boat along at a lively pace. 

The Endeavour opens out th2 
same sort of sail after turning the 
mark, but a halyard seems to be- 
come fouled, and the sail is dis- 
cerned dragging in the water, to 
the accompaniment of groans from 
the experts about such seamanship. 
The Endeavour apparently stops 
stock still while the sailors are try- 
ing to get the sail untangled. 

Meantime, the Rainbow, too, 
seems to stop moving, but it is only 
for lack of breeze. The wind dies 
down to about three knots per hour, 
which is no wind at all for sailing 
the big boats. The Endeavour sail- 
ors finally get the sail out of the 
water, but without wind all the sail 
in the world is useless.

Although handicapped during the 
last week because of the _ rainy 
weather, the squad of youngsters 
now on hand nave managed to get 
in plenty of drilling on the field 
and now are in condition to take 
the rough stuff. Coach “Choy py” 
Rhodes intends to give them hours 
and hours of tough scrimmage work 
this week and by next Sunday will 
have them ready to go although he 
still will have two more weeks to 
finish them off before they start 
the championship campaign in the 
American League. | 

Judging from the work already 
accomplished, the Blues will be a 
versatile team, one that can play 
the open passing and kicking game 
especially well and at the same time 
present a running offense of high 
class. 

“We have five men on the squad 
right now,” Coach Rhodes said, 
“who are expert in throwing passes. 
The best man is George Grosvenor 
who finished last year at the Uni- 
versity of Colorado and was picked 
as All-Rocky Mountain quarterback. 
Besides him we have Carl Pike, 
formerly of St. Louis U., Harold 
Barnes of Nebraska, Chief Tenekat 
of Centre and Elmer Todd of Mc- 
Kendree.

“We are strong with what we 
have now in the middle of the line 
with two great centers in Walter 
McDonald and Bill Thompson and 
with Red Hartshorn and ‘Amy’ Mc- 
Pherson at guards.

“We need help in tackle positions 
and expect to land two or three 
stars from the National League.

“Although we expect to add more 
backfield stars to the squad, we 
have a bunch now that should hold 
up in any league though most of 
them are pretty new in the pro 
game.

Under Missouri’s game code as 
established by the State Legislature 
about 10 years ago, the voters may 
close the hunting season_on bob- 
white quail for a two-year period 
with a majority vote cast at the 
general election. As only 100 sig- 
natures are necessary to call a quail 
election, each election sees some of 
the counties of the State voting on 
this subject. 

Introduced in the Legislature as 
a conservation measure, the local 
option quail season idea never has 
proved to be one, those familiar 
with the situation in Missouri say. 
Quail elections are generally called 
by landowners who object to tres- 
passing and others who wish to ex- 
clude all hunter. from their lands 
that they may continue to hunt as 
they wish, it has been stated, while 


few recognized conservationists 
have subscribed to this Missouri 
plan. 


It has been suggested that the 
State Game and Fish Department, 
which knows statewide conditions, 
be empowered to open and close 
seasons by counties. 


Commissioners Oppose 


Local Option. 


State game ai.u fish commission- 
ers for the last several years all 
have opposed the county local op- 
tion plan for regulating the quail 
shooting season. 

One of the means of retaliating 
\7ith counties which close the hunt- 
ing season has been to refuse to 
make plantings of game distributed 


annually by the game and fish de- 
partment as brood stock. 


The game officials say that as 


long as the sportsmen of the State 
furnish funds through hunting and 
fishing licenses the game purchased 
with this money should be planted 
as brook stock in areas which ulti- 
mately will be of benefit to the 
sportsmen.

Quail Density Above Average. 


In most instances the average 
density of quail in each of the coun- 
ties proposing a closed season is 
above the average for the State. 

Several other counties were being 
considered for closing, during the 
midsummer drouth; but in the last 
few weeks conditions have im- 
proved to such an extent as to cause 
backers of the closed season plan to 
abandon their projects. 

Although quail has been reported 
as having suffered considerably this 
season because of the drouth, many 
sportsmen believe that if couverts 
are not shot out during the long 
open season there will be ample 
brood stock for the 1935 breeding 
season. 

Resorts Open Year Round. 


Sportsmen who like to fish in 


late fall months and who are in- 


terested in waterfowl and quail 
hunting in the Lake of the Ozarks 
area are to be accommodated here- 
after in the lake region. More than 
15 of the larger resorts on the Lake 
of the Ozarks will remain open 
throughout the year, they reported 
at a meeting of the Lake of the 


Ozarks Association recently. Many 
others will exte:d their seasons to 


November and will open in April. 
Hunting on the Mend. 


Hunting conditions over Missouri 
are beginning to improve with 
doves, rabbits and squirrels eligible 
for the game bag. Few rabbits are 
being killed at this time, although 
some consider the young edible at 
this season. Squirrels, 


and grays. 

Squirrels are regarded as fairly 
plentiful along creek bottoms and 
near fields where corn matured. 
They are usually hunted shortly 
after daybreak when they are most 
active and following rains. 

Some hunters use dogs when go- 
ing after squirrels but most Ozark- 
ians “still hunt” the rodents. They 
usually select some shelter place 
at the base of a tree from which 
the surrounding area may be 
watched and sit motionless until 
the squirrels appear. 

Some hunters do not collect their 
kil immediately but continue to re- 
main quiet. The woods’ creatures 
then overcome their fright and re- 
appear, This method is considered 
by Ozark hunters as the 
method of hunting squirrels and 
their large kills, usually with a rifle 
which is less noisy than a shotgun, 
is evidence of their claims.

For 19 years no English yachts- 
man dared (o- cared, perhaps) to 
bring that Royal Yacht Squadron 
cup back. New York Yacht Club 
members were beginning to won- 
der if it wasn’t time to tag it ‘‘an 
antique trophy’’ and place it in 
cold storage, when along came a 
challenge. 

The challenger was an English- 
man, James Ashbury. He was a 
self-made man, a worker on a rail- 
way originally, who had become a 
big business man. He was no 
yachtsman, but he knew some- 
thing about business, and he went 
at the problem of bringing bac’ 
the cup in a business-like way. 

Ashbury began by assembling the 
highest-rated designer and _ also 
the boat builder of the best re- 
pute in the British Isles. To them 
he said: 

“I want a racing schooner that 
will outsail anything in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom. Money is no 
ject.’’ 

Designer and builder thought 
they could turn out such a craft. 
They made good. They turned 
out the schvener Cambria which 
cleaned up everything in English 
waters. When Ashbury came sail- 
ing up New York harbor with the 
Cambria in 1870 he firmly be- 
lieved that he would soon be sail- 
ing back with the cup. 


British Again Out-Sailed. 


Ashbury’s entry did not win; it 
finished eighth (time allowances 
placed her tenth) in a fleet of 18 
sailing for the cup. Even thie old 
America, which had had her orig- 
inal rig altered and reduced and 
had been sunk in a southern riv- 
er to escape capture as a block- 
ade runner during our Civil War, 
outsailed Ashbury’s schooner. 


But Ashbury was a gamester. 
He wasn’t through. He studied 
the American schooners that had 
outsailed his Cambria, saw where- 
in they had it on English craft. 
He went back home, told his de- 
signer and builder what he had 
observed in the United States, or- 
dered them to turn out a bigger 
and better racing yacht. 

The result was the schooner Li- 
vonia. Ashbury had her over here 
the next year (1871). She did 
not win, but was only five min- 
utes in the wake of our schooner 
Columbia when she sailed’ the 
fastest race in cup history. For an 
English schooner to push to the 
finishing line our fastest sailing 
schooner was an achievemen?. 

Ashbury did something else 
worth while. The New York Yacht 
Club, custodian of the America’s 
Cup, had delegated to itself power 
to lay down conditions governing 
the cup race. British yachtsmen 
insisted the conditions were unfair 
to a challenger. Ashbury charged 
that the New York Yacht Club’s 
continued insistence on such con- 
ditions proved what English 
yachtsmen had long claimed—the 
N. Y. Y. Club Committee were 
poor sportsmen. 

The committee went into execu- 
tive session and announced in ef- 
fect that Ashbury was no gentle- 
man. But Ashbury won his bat- 
tle. The American yachting pub- 
lic at large believed with him that

“Recovery” Has Received Definite _ 


Setback, Says Lloyd George - - - No 
Country Has Applied Right Remedy 


Noted Briton Finds Neither High Prices, Nor Low, Sound Money Nor Devalued 
Currency Has Provided the MuchSought Magic to Restore Trade—Has a Good 
Word for Germany's Experiment. 


[JNLESS the nations are satisfied to put up with 

maintaining permanently huge armies of able- 
bodied paupers who slouch about the streets in idle- 
ness, it is evident that something different and more 
fundamental must be tried.

LONDON, Sept. 15. 
T™ “recovery” machine isn’t working too 


well in any country. Persons who have 

motored a good deal can all quote a com- 
mon experience. Occasionally a machine 
which has been going steadily at high speed 
begins to slow down. The mechanism shows 
symptoms of distress. The chauffeur adopts 
all methods within his reach to put things 
right. 

Such occurrences have happened many 
times before and generally have been reme- 
died after a short if irksome delay. After 
the chauffeur has fidgeted about the engine, 
done a little tightening of screws, and han- 
dled various gadgets, a fresh start is made. 

The car seems once more to be all right. 
It seems to recover power and speed again. 
Once more the same ominous sounds appear 
and there is a pumping motion which proves 
that the processes applied have not removed 
the real trouble—that the car needs a thorough 
overhauling before it can be depended on for 
any distance. 


Search for the Causes 
of Present Setback. 


That has been the recent experience of the 
world, especially since the war. After a short 
period of steady recovery, there is now a 
definite setback. The machinery of trade is 
showing symptoms of slowing. 

What are the causes? A year ago we were 
all assured that it was due to overproduc- 
tion and low prices. Since 1932, prices have 
have gone up considerably in the United 
States and slightly in Great Britain. 

On the other hand, they have fallen heavi- 
ly in France and slightly in Germany. But 
all these countries have their share and share 
alike in the setback. 

Clearly the price of the gadget is not re- 
sponsible. As to overabundance: Last year 
harvests were overflowing; this year’ they 
have been parched by the drouth: 

What about currency? The dollar has been 
devalued and sterling has sunk to the lowest 
point it has ever reached. On the other hand, 
the franc has appreciated. And still the Unit- 
ed States and Britain, lands of depreciating 
currencies, are a long way off from recovery 
and France, golden land of mounting coin, 
is facing a heavy deficit with anxious mien. 


Declares Right Remedy 
Is Still to Be Found. 


There is something radically wrong with 
the economic machinery. No government has 
so far discovered what it is and, therefore, 
no country has yet applied the right remedy. 

Unless the nations are satisfied to put up 
with maintaining permanently huge armies of 
able bodied paupers who slouch about the 
streets in idleness, it is evident that some- 
thing different and more fundamental must 
be tried. 

The numbers of the workless are, in the 
aggregate, 22,000,000. I can see no sign of 
anything serious being attempted in the di- 
rection of lowering international barriers for 
some. years. The nations are all moving the 
other way, and will, I predict, continue to do 
so for another generation. 

The only practicable remedies must, there- 
fore, be suught on the lines of internal reor- 


frightened by vested interests to pull down 
any of the existing fabric and then rebuild. 
The Russian experiment has not so far been 
encouraging to those who would like to try 
the venture. 

Apart from the Soviet Union, the boldest 


trials are those which the Hitler regime is: 


initiating. They are worthy of sincere and 
honest study. Our detestation of recent per- 
secutions and horrors should not hinder us 
from giving them an unbiased examination. 

They have already produced tangible and 
substantial results. When Hitler became 
Chancellor in February, 1933, the unemployed 
in Germany numbered 6,001,000. Today they 
stand at 2,426,387. That is a reduction in 
18 months of 60 per cent. Allowing a mar- 
gin for the expulsion of 60,000 Jews and for 
possible manipulation of the figures, it is a 
remarkable achievement. 


What has happened to the millions who 
have been taken off the dole? They have 
not been starved to death. They could not 
have subsisted for two years on windy 
speeches. It is no use brushing aside systems 
we dislike with a flip or a sneer or by the 
facile and foolish method of quoting the 
tags of rhetorical extravagances of the sup- 
porters of that system. Here is a solid re- 
sult which calls for sober investigation. 

The German people are not a nation of 
excitable babblers. Not so long ago they or- 
ganized a system out of their own internal 
resources which held the world at bay for 
over four years. We have dwelt too long on 
what a few—a very few of them are say- 
ing. Let us see what the rest are doing. 
They have none of the enormous natural re- 
sources of America and they have no longer 
a vast empire like Britain. But they seem to 
be tackling their unemployment trouble more 
thoroughly and successfully than either. 

A friend of mine recently toured Germany 
with his eyes and ears open. He wanted to 
find out what really was taking place. No 
censorship can prevent an intelligent man 
from ascertaining the real economic situation 
in a country. 


Agricultural Policy 
Is Core of Rehabilitation. 


He knows the language well and has many 
friends there, for he studied in a German 
University before the war. He is a rooted 
opponent of Nazi-ism and dictatorship in all 
its aspects and, therefore, was not favorably 
predisposed to the Hitler regime. 

He has sent me a full report of conditions 
and the efforts that are being made by the 
Hitler Government to cope with the industrial 
depression. The account he gives me _ is 
truly remarkable. It convinced me that the 
censorship is not all on the one side. I have 
read nothing in any journal which would give 
me any idea of the plans adopted by the Hit- 
ler administration and of the work they have 
already done in carrying them out. 

Their dominant aim is to prevent the de- 
pression from leading to starvation, whilst 
at the same time averting the danger of 
state aid creating a pauper class among the 
able-bodied. It is in the latter direction that 
they seem to have been more successful than 
any other country. 

What is the nature of the work provided? 
The main plank in the Nazi policy for ensur- 
ing productive employment for all is.the utili- 
zation of the German soil to the utmost of 
its capacity. Everything is to be subordinat- 
ed to that. To quote from their official pro- 
gram: 

“Increased production by German Agricul- 
ture is a question of life or death for the Ger- 


They have in addition large schemes for 
new roads, for the building of houses, for 
the renewal of industrial plants, etc., but 
these are merely ancillary to their great agri- 
cultural policy. 


Farm Debts Dealt With, 
Reclamation Work Pushed. 


Millions of acres of waste and uncultivat- 
ed land are to be reclaimed, swamps are to 
be drained, new farms are to be created on 
a great scale. Town workmen are to be tak- 
en out into the country in the immediate vi- 
cinity of towns and plots of land are to be 
given them, which they can cultivate when 
they are out of a job. 

Farmers’ debts are to be drastically dealt 
with, because, as they put it, “‘ a considerable 
increase in agricultural production, which 
is in itself quite possible, is being hindered 
by the fact that, owing to their increasing in- 
debtedness, farmers are unable to acquire 
the necessary stock and because the stimu- 
lus to increased production is lacking since 
farming no longer pays.” 

The profits of mere money-lenders are to 
be* subordinated to the general well being of 
the state. They claim that their economy 
principle is: ‘‘The duty of the state is to 
provide the necessaries «:* life and not to se- 
cure the highest possible rate of interest for 
capital,’ and they state their financial prin- 
ciple to be that ‘‘finance exists for the bene- 
fit of the state and a financial magnate shall 
not form a state within the state.” 

Is all this merely the meaningless jargon 
of a political party seeking popular support? 
Not altogether for a great deal of work on 
these lines has already been put in hand. 
The report which I have already alluded to 
states: 

“Swamps are being drained by them and 
turned into fertile land—I saw this being 
done.”’ 


“Border Settlements”’ 
Established Near Towns. 


He informs me that it is the beginning of 
an enterprise by which ‘‘upwards of 6,000,- 
000 acres of moor and swamp in Germany 
are teing reclaimed.” They have already ac- 
quired in the course of the past year over 
500,000 acres by purchase from great land 
owners for the purpose of creating thousands 
of new farms. They are attending to the all 
important question of marketing produce. 

A remarkable combination of housing and 
land settlement, known as randsielungen— 
border settlements—has been systematically 
developed around towns where those engaged 
in industrial callings inside town can live 
in each house with its own allotment garden 
attached to it. Once more, to quote from my 
report: 

‘I saw those settlements springing up all 
over Germany, not only in the neighborhood 
of big cities, but outside much smaller coun- 
try towns.” 

Hundreds of thousands of young men have 
been congregated in camps and enrolled in 
the National Labor Service into which every 
young man will go for six months or a year 
and in which he will learn discipline, com- 
radeship and the dignity of labor and do a 
turn for the reclamation of the land and the 
reconstruction of the homes and amenities of 
his country. 

All this looks like business and, when you 
are dealing with a resolute, highly trained, 
and well disciplined people like the Germans, 
it would be a stupid error to assume that it

discovered that they weren’t so 
new after all.” 

In order to End Poverty In Cal- 
ifornia—his campaign slogan— 
Sinclair would establish Califor- 
nia’s unemployed, about a million 
and a quarter of men and women, 
on farms and in factories where 
they could produce goods suffi- 
cient for their own use and dis- 
tribute them among’ themselves 
under a system of barter. This 
is what the Federal Emergency 
Relief Administration has been 
doing for the last year through- 
out the country and what the ad- 
ministration proposes to do on an 
even greater scale during the com- 
ing winter. 


Wide Range of FERA Work. 


While the work projects being 
supervised by Federal Relief Ad- 
ministrator Harry L. Hopkins and 
his aids do not go as far in cer- 
tain respects as Sinclair’s EPIC 
plan, they do set up what is in 
effect a separate economy for the 
unemployed. The Federal system 
of work relief is not as complete 
nor as self-sufficient as that which 
Sinclair proposes for California, 
but as new activities develop it 
approaches self-sufficiency. 

There i8 hardly a department of 
modern life that is not touched 
by one phase or another of relief 
activity. The unemployed make 
shoes and eradicate malarial 
swamps, they paint murals and 
can beef, they stuff mattresses 
and build zoos, they tend day nur- 
series and raise chickens, they 
design recreation grounds and 
play Beethoven, they install ra- 
dios and build dams. All these 
activities—too manifold even to 
list—are carried on with the aid 
of relief funds under the sanction 
of President Roosevelt’s broad 
dictum: ‘‘No one shall starve.” 

Wage earners from about  1,- 
400,000 of the 3,865,000 families 
now on the relief rolls are on 
work projects, accordinz to Ja- 
cob Baker, assistant administrat- 
or of relief, in charge of the work 
division. 


Further Expansion. 


President Roosevelt has author- 
ized a program of expansion to 
begin Oct. 1 which will greatly 
increase this number. The pro- 
portion of unemployed on work 
projects. has varied during 1934. 
In January, when the CWA was 
at its height, there were approxi- 
mately 4,000,000 on work proj- 
ects. With the end of CWA this 
dropped abruptly, on March 31, 
to 64,000. It was necessary to 
re-establish work projects’ that 
had been concluded or interrupt- 
ed by the inception of CWA. On 
April 30 the figure was 838,905; 
on May 31 it was 860,601; on 
June 30 it was 982,749. 3 

At the same time that small 
projects are developing, many of 
them particularly adapted to cer- 
tain regions, there has been large 
scale expansion in several FERA 
“industries.” The drouth in the 
West created thousands of FERA 
jobs. | 

In many states the unemployed 
went to work digging wells, pro- 
tecting ponds and springs and in 
other ways attempting to con- 
serve water resources. Fifty deep 
wells were constructed by the re- 
lief administration in Wyoming, 
more than 100 in South Dako- 
ta. FERA approved as a general

Drouth Activities. 


And this was a minor aspect of 
the work projects which grew out 
of the drouth. Thousands of men 
and women are now employed on 
relief wages conserving food sup- 
plies for the coming winter. State 
relief administrations, co-operat- 
ing with the Department of Agri- 
culture, have initiated a nation- 
wide gleaning of the fields in an 
effort to save every scrap that 
might satisfy the hunger of man 
or beast. 

In some states, particularly in 
the South and Southeast, FERA 
has recommended that the relief 
workers conserve, through shred- 
ding and baling, even the corn 
stalks which are ordinarily neg- 
lected. In other areas where the 
corn crop never reached maturi- 
ty, the unemployed are storing it 
in trench silos under a plan 
whereby the farmer is to be paid 
the difference between the worth 
of the crop and the cost of the la- 
bor to preserve it. This, of course, 
is a crop in excess of the needs 
of the individual farmer. 


‘White Collar’ Crews. 


In all drouth states so-called 
‘“‘white collar’’ crews have been 
organized to study; geological 
structures and locate,probable un- 
derground sources of water, 
Especially in Missouri, Illinois 
and Iowa this has provided work 
for college graduates and profes- 
sional men who had qualified for 
relief aid. 

In co-operation with the Bu- 
reau of Biological Survey, relief 
workers are locating favorable 


sites for bird refuges in North 
Dakota, Nebraska, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin and Michigan. Many 


of these sites have already been 
decided upon and the state relief 
administrations have supplied the 
labor to build dams to create 
ponds and lakes which it is hoped 
will eventually become bird feed- 
ing grounds. 

Thousands of men and women 
are at work canning beef from 
the cattle which the government 
was forced to buy in the drouth 
areas. This work is expected to 
continue for six months or long- 
er. FERA recommended that 
wherever facilities of ccmmercial 
packing or canning plants were 
available state relief administra- 
tions should lease them and put 
unemployed to work under come 
petent supervision. In other in- 
stances where commercial plants 
were not used to full capacity, 
relief administrations have taken 
over certain departments which 
have been staffed with the jobless 
from relief rolls. 

Just how many cattle the un- 
employed are now slaughtering, 
processing and canning each day 
it is difficult to estimate. At one 
time the figure was 12,000 but it 
is thought to be higher at pres- 
ent, since state administrators are 
taking care of a total of 20,000 
head of cattle daily, only a small 
part of which is thought to be 
diverted to privately operated 
plants. In Missouri 1200 relief 
workers were employed in cane 
ning beef. 


Manufacturing Units. 

More than 60,000 women were 
taken off direct relief and put 
to work relief, making mattresses 
out of 250,000 bales of cotton. Al- 
together the various state relief 
administrations, acting upon pro- 
cedures set out by FERA, have 
organized 643 “manufacturing 
units.” Workers in the mattress

A Challenge to Humanity. 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N your editorial of Aug. 16, you coms 

mended the idea advanced in an edi- 
torial reprinted from the Washington 
Post, concerning the root of the European 
evil, and the proposed method by which, 
under the Covenant clause, this evil 
might be abolished. 

It is encouraging that you should at- 
tempt to further any promise of construc- 
tive action in this time of international 
deadlock and human crisis, but do you 
not think that the problem requires a 
deeper consideration and a more realis- 
tic appraisal of the contending forces, 
both rational and irrational? 

The suggestion made was that the 
League of Nations should convene its 
Assembly iin extraordinary session 
“squarely to confront the task of pre- 
serving European civilization while there 
is yet time,” and continues: “It should 
organize itself as a new peace confer- 
ence, a real peace conference, to which 
the defeated countries would come on a 
basis of equality to state their cases and 
help arrange a settlement’ sufficiently 
reasonable to endure.” 

This is theoretically admirable, but clear- 
ly, even to the author with his knowledge 
and experience in League history, admit- 
tedly a “fantastic idea,” though “less fan- 
tastic than the actual state of Europe to- 
day.” 

In his recent “Reflections on the End 
of an Era,” Reinhold Niebuhr expresses 
his judgment as follows: 

“The inability of the League of Na- 
tions to make any thorough revision of 
the injustices of the Treaty of Versailles 
was a perfect proof that a society of na- 
tions, at least in the present stage of 
human development, cannot preserve the 
peace. For if an unjust peace cannot be 
revised, that proves that reason and con- 
science are not powerful enough to cor- 
rect the injustices created by victorious 
power and vindictive passion.” 

And he concludes, with his characteris- 
tic tragic hopelessness: “Their inability 
to do this means that the injustices will 
be corrected (and probably new ones cre- 
ated) by the vehement resentments of 
those who suffer from injustice. That is 
why a new war in Europe is only a mat- 
ter of years.” 

Does not a clear-sighted perception of 
the contemporary scene lead us to recog- 
nize that the reason and conscience of 
both leaders and peoples are not power- 
ful enough to correct the present in- 
justices? And is it not clear, likewise, 
that within the League there is no prom- 
ise of such statesmanship as can “take 
advantage of an opportunity which may 
not be indefinitely present”? 

My suggestion is that before, or in ad- 
dition to, supporting a proposal recog- 
nized in advance to be fantastic, we (all 
men and women who are aware of the 
gravity of the present situation) should 
give deep thought and our best effort to 
strengthening the finer human powers, 
including those of reason and conscience. 
This is the task of co-ordinating the un- 
derstanding of the race with its multi- 
farious activities, and of rescuinr mankind 
from chaos by a sound integration of 
men’s faculties. The way in which we 
take up and pursue that task is humani- 
ty's reply to a challenge whose serious- 
ness can scarcely be exaggerated. 

We cannot forget that Woodrow Wil- 
son believed that the peoples of ~ the 
world desired and were ready for this 
harmony of the nations and a dignified 
human security; and that, with the 
League, he was helping to establish the 
necessary instrumentality. 

But the reason and conscience of men 
were not sufficiently prepared, or power- 
ful; and the instrumentality that was 
erected cannot be trusted to fulfill its func- 
tion, because the purposes of men and 
nations are in conflict with the very spir- 
it to which the structure is dedicated. As 
in the case of Paul, there seems indeed 
to be one law of the spirit, and another 
law of the members. 

. Certainly all practical external meth- 

ods possible should be attempted, while 
there is yet time, to prevent our civiliza- 
tion's destruction and to end the disgrace- 
ful wrongs being done everywhere to men 
and women and children. 

But there is an inner structure that 
must be built, also a common human in- 
telligence, spirit and character, to inform 
and sustain the external instrumentality; 
and it is time that this task be under- 
taken and actually performed, more real- 
istically and profoundly than it has been 
performed or even considered in the past. 

“Where there is no vision, the people 
perish”; but without the spiritual dynamo 
generating accordant action, the vision 
remains spectral, unrealized, or fails. 

“Force and right are the governors of 
this world,” said Joubert, “force till right 
is ready.” While co-operating with all 
intelligent efforts to accomplish more im- 
mediate remedies, let us consider togeth- 
er by what practicable means and meth- 
ods we can make right ready.

JOHNSON SHOULD GO. 
Whatever one may think about the textile strike, 
it is clear that the cause of mediation was badly served 
by Gen. Johnson’s intemperate outburst against the 
strikers in his speech before a meeting of code 
authorities in New York Friday night. The General 
said that “this is possibly the worst time in the 


world to make a speech” and then proceeded to make. 


the worst possible kind of speech. It was a speech 
that could only feed the flames of the workers’ 
discontent. That this is what it did is shown by 
the prompt retort of Matthew Woll, a vice-president 
of the American Federation of Labor, who accused 
Gen. Johnson of “prejudiced intrusion,” and said 
bluntly that his address had made, for greater diffi- 
culties in composing the differences between the 
strikers and their employers. 

Gen. Johnson’s interference in the strike is a 
perfect example of the sort of thing against which 
Samuel Gompers, a generation ago, warned organized 
labor. Gompers told labor to beware of “well-inten- 
tioned but uninformed” efforts of outsiders to do, 
through governmental intervention, what labor 
should do for itself. Gompers knew that in any 
partnership between labor and government, or any 
semblance of partnership, labor would be in con- 
stant danger of getting the worst of it, for at times 
government was almost certain to be in the hands 
‘of men unfriendly to labor. He told labor to keep 
itself clear of all entangling alliances. 

The Post-Dispatch has repeatedly pointed out the 
two dangers from unwarranted governmental] inter- 
ference in the affairs of labor: the danger to gov- 
ernment if labor should gain the whip hand over 
government, and the danger to labor, on the other 
hand, from repressive governmental decrees. It has 
said, and it repeats, that government should stay on 
the sidelines in disputes between capital and labor, 
save only where intervention may be necessary to 
protect life and property. 

Gen. Johnson, the representative of the President, 
now appears in the role of champion of the textile 
manufacturers against the strikers. This is unwar- 
ranted governmental interference in a strike. How 
can Gen. Johnson justify an intrusion that puts 
a stumbling block in the way of the President’s 


Gen. Johnson said a true thing when he observed 
that Section 7A, the collective bargaining section of 
the National Industrial Recovery Act, merely set out 
an inalienable right enjoyed by labor. The 
Post-Dispatch has said the same thing. It has said 
that Section 7A gave no new rights to labor; that 
whatever gains labor might achieve under 7A would 
have to be won by labor itself. 

At the heart of much of the present industrial 
warfare is the belief on labor’s part—a belief encour- 
aged by those “well-intentioned but uninformed” ef- 
forts of which Gompers spoke—that 7A carried the 
promise of government to do things for labor which 
it had been accustomed to do for itself. Labor has 
been disappointed in its expectation. Section 7A has 
led to confusion. The President has interpreted it 
in one way in the automobile case and his National 
Labor Relations Board has interpreted it in a dia- 
metrically opposite way in the Houde Engineering 
ease. The President declared for proportional repre- 
sentation of minorities in collective bargaining with 
employers; the Labor Board said that the agents of 
the majority of the workers in a plant had the right 
to speak for and bind all the workers. 

What is labor to believe when one governmental 
agency says one thing and another agency says the 
opposite? What is the employer to believe? 

In the present case, while the Winant board of 
mediation seeks a way to end the textile strike, 
Gen. Johnson, only lately upheld in his plenary 
powers by the President, throws: himself—and the 
Government of which he is an agent—into the fray 
against the strikers. He prejudges the case pend- 
ing before the President's board. 

There are two morals from all this. 
that government pursues a course foreign 
democratic institutions when it interferes in dis- 
putes that can only be settled, in the long run, in 
accord with the economic balance of power between 
labor and capital. The second is that Gen. Johnson, 
however great may be his organizing talents, however 
ably he may have served in another phase of the 
President’s recovery program, has outlived his use- 
fulness in his present post. 

The outrageous performance at New York is the 
final proof of his unfitness. Johnson should go. 
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NOTE ON BEGGING. 

Just what it is about street beggars that arouses 
the indignation of social workers to 212 degrees 
Fahrenheit, it is a little difficult to understand. 
Louis Resnick, writing in Today, is the latest to 
explode on the subject. He tells us hair-raising 
stories of beggars who make $200 to $300 a week; of 
one who taps his way along the sidewalks by day 
but who by night, caparisoned in evening clothes 
and high hat, frequents the fashionable night clubs 
of New York; of those who employ the pitiful crust- 
nibbling dodge; of those who simulate injuries which 
they have not. 

We suppose most of this is true. Mr. Resnick 
Says it represents the findings of a beggars’ clinic 
in New York, where the gentry are examined “med- 
ically, socially and economically.” But when Mr. 
Resnick intimates that begging is an easy job, a 
dissent is in order. It is common observation that, 
on the contrary, it is one of the more arduous oc- 
cupations, not as strenuous, perhaps, as cracking 
rocks, but hard, grinding work. The hours are 
long; one must be out in all kinds of inclement 
weather; most persons are deaf to pleas for aid; 
there is no code to guard against unfair trade prac- 
tices. 

Maybe that New York beggar does frequent the 
gay caravanseries of Broadway at night after the 
day’s work is over, but Brother Resnick, can’t you 
spare a little admiration for a self-made man? 
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LESSON FROM A TRAGEDY. 

The tragic drowning of six of the eight occupants 
of a small motor scow which sank in a Mississippi 
River slough last Sunday, shows the need for greater 
precaution on the part of boatmen and others 
who use the rivers-for recreation. W. J. Burney, As- 
sistant Customs Collector at St. Louts, does well to 
call attention to the Federal law which directs that 
each river craft powered by machinery, whether a ca- 
noe with an outboard motor or a cabin cruiser, shall 
carry a life preserver for each person aboard. 

Here is one outstanding respect in which the new

It is an ob- 
vious duty of the boatmen to see that the simple 
and elementary safeguard prescribed by the law is 
not neglected. 
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THE ALDERMEN’S WISE DECISION. - 

The Aldermen are wise in postponing action on the 
income tax bill until a public hearing can be held 
upon it. According to the original plan, the measure 
would have been passed in unseemly haste. As it 
was, the first and second readings of the bill took 
place even before all of the Aldermen had received 
copies of the bill. With the possible exception of the 
city of Savannah, Ga., no city now has an income tax. 
So drastic a departure from traditional means of 
obtaining city revenue should be carefully considered 
if, for nothing else, to guard against a nullifying 
court decision. | 

We believe that one of the most serious flaws in 
the bill, as it stands at present, is that it exempts no 
income, however small. A man making ag little as 
$500 a year would be compelled to give $5 to the 
city treasury. In this respect, the bill is open to the 
same objection that overwhelmed the sales tax, 
namely, that it places an unjust burden on the poor 
man. Again, the bill does not permit deductions, 
so that a man with a wife and seven children would 
be compelled to pay as much as a single man, assum- 
ing their incomes were the same. 

Both Federal and State income tax laws recognize 
the justice of graduating the tax. Under this bill, 
a man with an income of $100,000 would pay at the 
same rate as the one with $1000 a year, although 
the latter needs his entire income to purchase the 
necessities of life. 

Certainly these and many other considerations, in- 
cluding the fact that the tax, on present estimates, 
will fall far short of the city’s fiscal needs, deserve 
the light and air that undoubtedly will be given them 
at tomorrow’s hearing. 
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ABUSE OF THE BAIL PRIVILEGE. 

A rebuke to Judges was administered by the St. 
Louis County grand jury in its final report to Judge 
Mulloy for releasing on bail prisoners charged with 
capital offenses. The grand jury said: 


Recent occurrences have made us look with 
grave apprehension upon the action of the courts 
in releasing those charged with capital offenses 
through bail, and we urge that applications for 
bond in such cases should be a matter of grave 
judicial concern. 


While the grand jury does not particularize, it evi- 
dently had in mind the recent release on bond by 
Judge Mulloy of “Bab” Moran, charged in an indict- 
ment with the murder of John C. Johnson, key 
State’s witness in the Kelley kidnaping case. In 
permitting Moran to get out of jail on $20,000 bond, 
Judge Mulloy resisted the urgent plea of Prosecuting 
Attorney Anderson. 

What gives adfed significance to the grand jury’s 
position on this subject is the faulty nature of the 
laws governing the signing of bail bonds. As the 
grand jury points out, all that is required of the 
person signing a bond is that he be the owner of 
real estate of sufficient value to cover the amount 
of the bond. But later he may transfer all his 
property and make of the bond a mere scrap of 
paper.. The grand jury suggests that the laws be 
amended to make a bond a lien on the underlying 
property. 

Of course, it is common knowledge that the bail 
privilege is greatly abused. Numerous cases can be 
cited of criminals who, having obtained release on 
bond, commit further crimes to obtain funds for 
their defense. When the nature of the original of- 
fense is such that it is punishable by death, thus 
giving rise to a feeling of desperation on the crim- 
inal’s part, to grant bail is like loosing a wild anima] 
among the populace. 

Our whole criminal code is in need of drastic re- 
vision to protect society from the depredations of 
the underworld, and when that pressing task is 
undertaken, it must include new rules for the privi- 
lege of bail.

The trag- 
edy of the situation becomes painfully ap- 
parent when you take a look at Perkins! 
But perhaps the case of the honest, hard- 
working burglar is even more pathetic. To 
anticipate the equivalent of a ham sand- 
wich at least, and to find the wolf in bed 
with the inmates of the house! 

However, a “note of optimism” is soon 
sounded by way of relief, and we are pres- 
ent at a banquet of the National Society of 
Bank Examiners, one of whom is making a 
speech: “Brothers, this talk of unemploy- 
ment is grossly exaggerated. Every one of 
us is working overtime.” 

The good old spirit of American individual- 
ism and thrift is admirably expressed in the 
representation of an excessively rich and 
important gentleman who, one gathers, be- 
came so by dint of the hardest labor and 
stern self-denial. He is giving advice to the 
present generation: “The only way to suc- 
ceed, young man, is by putting your nose 
to the grindstone.” But the grindstone 
seems to have been mislaid, somehow. 

Also, the triumph of democracy is fitting- 
ly celebrated in an exhibit of ill-assorted 
humans, ranging from congenital yaps to de- 
cayed gentlemen respectably patched. They 
are all selling apples at 5 cents each, lack- 
ing only the customers, 

But returning to pathetic situations, how 
about the Siamese twins hearing the show- 
man say: “Business is so bad that I can 
only afford to keep one of you’? 


Immediately, however, a note of cheer 
is introduced at what appears to be a con- 
vention of bankers and captains of industry. 
“Gentlemen,” remarks the orator, no doubt 
in a fittingly orotund voice, “it gives me 
pleasure to report we are definitely on the 
upswing. According to these statistics, only 
34 people died of starvation in this city this 
year compared to 41 last year.”. 

But if starvation is on the decrease, there 
are yet other woes. For instance, there is 
the bum who announces: “I got the worst 
luck! I found a recipe for home brew and 
I ain’t got no home.” 

A tenderly sentimental note, almost hokum 
in its homely humanness, is introduced when 
father, sitting in his rags and tatters on a 
park bench beside mother, equally forlorn in 
appearance, asks: “Remember the days 
when you used to go through my pockets?” 

But actual penury is not necessarily the 
worst that can happen. Consider the case of 
the prominent leader of society who “had 
half her face lifted—and couldn’t afford 
to pay for the other half.” Imagine turning 
the other cheek under such circumstances:

How far-reaching the ravages of the late 
depression were is amusingly revealed, now 
that it is all over, by the pictorial anecdote 
of the city Fire Department. “We're on our 
way to a fire!” shouts the driver to the keep- 
er of the filling station. “Can’t you spare 
the city a few gallons of gas?” Not forget- 
ting the heavy brain work of the profes- 
sorial contingent, as evidenced in numer- 
ous publications, the authors exhibit a ra- 
dio announcer in the act of saying to the 
microphone: “You have just heard Prof. 
Grosskopf give his solution to the depression. 
You will now laugh for 15 minutes with 
the Hick twins, presented through the cour- 
tesy of Plotzky’s Mustard Co.” 

There are 110 drawings, all more or less 
idiotically funny, in keeping with their com- 
mon theme, and before the end is reached, 
the reader is well prepared to sympathize 
with the lunatic who is pictured standing 
on the street corner watching a parade of 
the. unemployed with banners _ reading: 
“These warehouses are bulging with food 
and clothing. Why must we starve and go 
naked?” “What's it all about, mister?” the 
late balmy one asks a bystander. “I’ve just 
been discharged from a lunatic asylum.” It 
does sometimes seem, as a result of ©eon- 
templating the state of the world, that it 
would be cheaper, and far more reasonable, 
to discharge all the alleged lunatics and 
maintain the asylums only for the sane. 

Just what sort of note is sounded in 
the picture of the Eureka Casket Co.'s sale 
of coffins is hard to say. May it not be re- 
garded as a hopeful note—the cost of dying 
dropping as the cost of living rises? 

The author’s final comment upon the pres- 
ent world predicament will be found im- 
plied in the final drawing, which must be 
seen to be appreciated. It is not improbable 
that his ultimate word on this our carnival 
of folly may be history’s also.

Grant Wood, the Iowan who 
achieved fame with his “American 
Gothic,” has his beautifully organ- 
ized “Fall Plowing” in the show. 
Rows of brown plowed furrows 
give away to row: of yellow shocks 
and around them flows the rolling 
country in an unreal, unmatched 
green. 

Not so well known, but near to 
Curry both in subject matter and 
treatment, is Arnold Blanch, young 
and Minnesota-born. He also has 


a circus painting. And in “Outside | 


the City” he has a landscape of 
social content. Under a threatening 
sky, the sparse ground stretches on. 
In the foreground there is a crum- 
bling factory, a naked tree. A 
woman is dreaming. And in the 
distance the city’s skyscrapers rise, 
for no reason at all, as they do in 
many American cities, out of the 
level bare ground: 

Of other well-known names there 
is the luminescent Edward Hopper 
with a sparkling landscape and a 
sun-patched painting of the Ameri- 
can street of yellow frame and gray 
stucco houses, and his. co-stylist, 
Charles Burchfield, with an autumn 
landscape and an Ohio viaduct. 

Jonas Lie, the president of the 
National Academy, contributes two 
New England coast paintings, and 
Williams Glackens a Renoiresque 
“Jetties at Bellport” and a still life. 
Katherine Schmidt puts the rich 
foliage of Rousseau into the Ohio 
landscape. Gifford Beal, a Nation- 
al Academician since 1914, is right 
in line with the younger Americans 
in subject matter (he is represent- 
ed by circus acrobats and a Hudson 
River steamboat) but his manner 
leans more heavily on French im- 
pressonism. 

Some Newcomers. 

Of the newcomers, one ought to 
have a look at C. K. Chatterton, a 
brotr:r, so far as painting goes, 
of Hopper. Chatterton and Hopper 
are of about the same age and 
studied under the same teachers. 
Their landscapes have a startling 
brightness and sweep. 

And also, if not for the paint- 
ings, then at least for the man be- 
hind them, one should have a look 
at the two landscapes by Louis 
Michel Eilshemius, also here for 
the first time, although, according 
to Eilshemius, that is much too 
late. 

Eilshemius, now 70 years old, has 
done 5000 paintings and during all 
that time “got rapidly nowhere.” 
Now he has been discovered. In a 
recent New York show, 33 of the 
35 watercolors were sold. Last 
year the Metropolitan Museum 
bought five of his paintings. 

But of this he said: “Why, the 
dern fools.

workshops receive the prevailing 
rate of wages for similar work in 
the locality where the project is 
located, but in no instance is the 
wage less than 30 cents an hour. 
This last is a general practice of 
FERA—to keep the relief wage up 
to the prevailing wage in private 
industry. Of course, the worker on 
a relief project works only a limit- 
ed number of hours a week, at this 
prevailing scale, to make up his re- 
lief pay. Missouri’s unemployed 
are converting 1450 bales of cotton 
and 136,800 yards of ticking into 
mattresses. 

Another 35,000 women will soon 
begin work in relief sewing rooms 
throughout the country making 
about 9,000,000 bath towels and 
about 10,700,000 hand towels. These 
women will also make sheets and 
pillow cases out of 20,577,400 yards 
of cotton sheeting. 

A group of the unemployed in 
Toledo, O., built a 20-family apart- 
ment house of bricks obtained from 
the demolition of old _ buildings. 
Thousands of men have been tak- 
en off direct relief in New York 
City to work on Mayor LaGuardia’s 
playground program. They are 
tearing down ancient buildings, 
clearing ground and setting up play 
apparatus. The unemployed at Red 
House, W. Va., have built several 
small houses with relief funds. In 
the District of Columbia a similar 
low-cost housing project is soon to 
be started. 

Capital Outiay Small. 

This is only to suggest the more 
important types of activity initiated 
by FERA. In theory there is no 
field in which FERA might not be- 
gin to function although one official 
added that, for example, the relief 
administration would never recom- 
mend the manufacture of automo- 
biles since an automobile was not 
a necessity and would be of no use 
to a family on relief. Actually, 
FERA does not contemplate any 
work projects which might require 
a large capital expenditure. Thus 
far, according to Baker, the only 
capital expenditure to speak of has 
been that for sewing machines 
used in work rooms throughout the 
country. 

Besides expansion in these and 
similar fields, designed to provide 
work for workers of common skill, 
FERA is planning to give employ- 
ment to some 200,000 professional 
men and women during the coming 
winter. From $10,000,000 to $12, 
000,000 has been made available for 
this phase of the work relief plan. 
Those who will benefit are lawyers, 
architects, nurses, engineers, writ- 
ers. Lawyers will advise the un- 
employed and work on the preserva- 
tion of récords. Architects will de- 
sign new relief projects. Nurses 
will nurse the unemployed. 

Educational Work. 

In addition to these professional 
workers, 40,000 teachers now on re- 
lief rolls will be employed through 
state and local relief administra- 
tions. They will concentrate their 
teaching abilities on unemployed 
adults and particularly on the il- 
literate, but also they will conduct 
nursery schools and classes in vo- 
cational training and vocational re- 
habilitation. As a part of the edu- 
cational phase of the relief pro- 
gram several thousand students 
will be enabled to stay in college 
instead of joining the ranks of the 
unemployed. It in¢gludes, too, work- 
ers’ education—in reality discus- 
sion groups under specially trained 
teachers. 

The unemployed may not sell 
their goods or services in competi- 
tion. This is an ironclad rule of 
FERA and one that the adminis- 
tration has sought to enforce with 
the utmost vigilance. The beef 
canned by the unemployed is _la- 
beled as having been canned under 
relief direction so that it may not 
enter the channels of private sale 
but be entirely distributed to the 
needy. The mattresses are stamped 
with an ineradicable stamp and dis- 
tributed by social workers to fam- 
ilies on relief. The apartment 
house in Toledo is occupied by fam- 
ilies on relief. Furniture made by 
relief workers goes to the unem- 
ployed who have inadequate furni- 


‘ture. Nurses on relief may serve

only those who are also on relief 
and who have no funds to pay for 
nursing care. In short, all the 
goods and services of the unem- 
ployed must be kept within the spe- 
cial economic world of the unem- 
ployed. 
Providing Low Cost Food. 

The surplus beef, the surplus 
cotton and the other surplus ma- 
terials which the unemployed 
workers are turning into food and 
clothing have come from the Fed- 
eral Surplus Relief Corporation, of 
which Harry Hopkins is the presi- 
dent. This relief corporation 
bought up these surpluses for two 
reasons: one to help steady the 
markets for these commodities; and 
two, to provide low cost food and 
clothing for the needy. 

In addition to the surpluses which 
are processed by the unemployed 
in factories leased with relief funds, 
the Federal Surplus Relief Corpora- 
tion has awarded contracts to pri- 
vate industry to process a far larger 
share of this beef, cotton, butter, 
and so forth. While these large 
contracts specify an advantageous 
price—more advantageous, perhaps, 
than a private business could ob- 
tain—they do allow the manufac- 
turer, the processor, a margin of 
profit. 

Business insists that all the food 
and clothing for the unemployed 
should be provided through the 
channels of private trade. Great 
pressure is put upon FERA head- 
quarters every time a new relief 
activity is announced. For exam- 
ple, the other day when it was re- 
ported that FERA would recom- 
mend that unemployed be put to 
work making shoes with surplus 
leather, a flood of telegrams and 
long-distance calls came into FERA, 
all of them protesting against this 
proposed new move. The making 
of mattresses drew hundreds of let- 
ters and telegrams which came first 
to Hopkins and then, when he was 
unmoved, to the White House. 


Answer to Protests. 

“T can’t see very much reason 
for these protests,” Baker, who is 
directly responsible for the work 
program, says. “We are not giving 
mattresses to anyone who might 
be able to buy a mattress. We are 
not taking any consumers off the 
market. This seems to us the most 
intelligent way to relieve human 
need, both from the economic and 
social point of view.” 

Direct relief costs an average of 
about $25 a month for each family. 
Work relief costs an average of 
about $40 a month. After Oct. 1 the 
sums allocated tc the various states 
will be rapidly increased so that 
more and more work projects may 
be got under way. 

The only criterion this winter 
will be need. Do you need relief? 
What can you do? These will be 
the questions which will be asked 
of the unemployed. Wherever pos- 
sible jobs will be found or created 
to fit the skill of the needy worker. 

This is in direct contrast with 
the CWA, which had as one of its 
chief, perhaps its primary objec- 
tive, the restoration of purchasing 
power. It was one of the means 
used “to prime the pump.” There 
were unfortunate repercussions in 
the field of relief as the result of 
CWA and it now seems fairly cer- 
tain that this kind of made work 
program will not be revived. Those 
close to the President think that 
he will rely during the coming win- 
ter on private capital, put out 
through such schemes as the home 
modernization program, to “prime 
the pump”—that is to build up pur- 
chasing power—rather than upon 
large-scale governmental spending.

The rules that year called for 
three races out of five. The chal- 
lenger’s owner said he would race 
no more. He hadn’t fouled our boat 
in that second race, he said. 

While in England some said that 
the challenger had shown himself 
a poor loser, some also said that we 
were a tricky lot. A bad taste was 
left on both sides and it looked as 
if contests for the cup were ended. 
But along came another business 
man in 1899 and breathed life into 
the cup race again. 

Sir Thomas Lipton. 

The new challenger, Thomas Lip- 
ton, was no yachtsman, and it was 
said by many then that he was 
challenging to advertise his tea 
business. This may have been so, 
although it is also possible that he 
challenged to please his royal 
friend, Edward, Prince of Wales, 
later King Edward, who was a 
great entente cordiale agent, a 
practical international fixer. That 
Lipton would’ never quarrel over a 
decision was a certainty, for he was 
a genial soul. 

Sir Thomas Lipton’s cup racing 
record spanned 30 years (1899-1930). 
How much he spent for challenging 
yachts and attendant expenses only 
his auditor knew. Several millions, 
surely. 

Sir Thomas challenged with five 
Shamrocks—I, II, III, IV, V. That 
he hoped to win from the first there 
is no doubt. A win meant tremen- 
dous personal acclaim in England. 
And should he lose? Let a-man be 
defeated and not squawk over it— 
why Americans would then most 
likely think him a good sportsman, 
and when people get to thinking 
that way about him, it ought to 
make for grand sales of Lipton’s 
teas and other staples. 

Sir Thomas’ racing sloops all fell 
just short. He may not have cared 
whether he won or lost in the be- 
ginning, but he did care toward the 
end. That last try of his Shamrock 
V in 1930 was made after he had 
retired from business, after personal 
exploitation no longer meant any- 
thing to him. He was an old man; 
he was spending his own money 
now, not the syndicate chain store 
money. 

It wasn’t in his boat to win that 
last time, but he quit the game 
knowing that hundreds of thou- 
sands of good Americans had been 
rooting for him to win. 

The present challenger, Tom Sop- 
with, is a business man also. He 
makes airplanes. 

Among the afterguard on the En- 
deavour is Lady Sopwith. This may 
be keeping up with the trend of 
this feminine age, but yachtsmen of 
superstitious cast are hoping it 
won’t hoodoo the race.

FERA PLAY PROGRAM 
ANNOUNCED FOR GiTY 


Concerts, Athletics and 
Theatricals Under Expert 
Supervision. 


A co-ordinated city-wide recrea- 


‘Ition program has been made pos- 


sible for St. Louis by a special 
grant from the FERA through the 
Missouri Commission on Relief and 
Reconstruction giving work to un- 
employed athletic directors, instruc- 
tors, actors, entertainers, musicians 
and leaders in various kinds of re- 
creation. 

The new program, which is now 
being organized and likely will 
continue for several months, will 
be under the direction of the Works 
Division of the Citizens’ Committee 
on Relief and Employment in con- 
junction with the Recreation De- 
partment of the Division of Parks 
and Playgrounds of the city. Ad- 
visory supervision is being furnished 
the project by the recreation de- 
partment of the Community Cvoun- 
cil. The program does not displace 
any present recreation efforts car- 
ried on in the city. 

Some of the community centers or 
agencies being used in carrying out 
the new work are the Y. M. ©. A., 
the Y. W. C. A, the Y. M. H. A. and 
Y. W. H. A., Urban League, King- 
dom House, Wesley House, the 
Boy’s Club, Markham Memorial, 
Holy Cross Corporation, Neighbor- 
hood Association and the Interna- 
tional Institute. 

Included in the program are 
band and orchestral concerts, some 
of which will be given in the parks 
as long as the weather permits, 
one-act plays by strolling players, 
both in the parks and community 
centers, and other entertainment 
features. Dates for the concerts 
and plays, which are free to the 
public, are now being made up and 
will be announced shortly. 

In the recreational or community 
centers named there will be super- 
vision and direction of athletics, 
handcraft work, play periods, story 
hours, folk dancing, activities of 


| clubs and leagues wherein boys and 


girls will be taught parlimentary 
rules and usages and community 
life. Teachers of skill in all sports 
will supervise and instruct various 
groups. There will be instructors 
in swimming, life saving, dramatics, 
music and domestic science, Day 
nurseries and kindergarten schools 
for the children of employed per- 
sons will be conducted. Those of 
pre-school age will be included in 
this group. Some of the centers will 
use open lots in outdoor recreation 
programs for both adults and chil 
dren. All of the leisure time work 
conducted under the new setup will 
be supervised by experts, so that all 
youth and children gathered will 
be under careful adult supervision. 

Committees representing various 
recreational organizations con- 
nected with the Community Coun- 
cil, and leaders in recreational ac- 
tivities, will give co-operation in 
the carrying out of this new and 
enlarged program.

Letter Sent With Ballots on Judicial 
Nominees Calls Such Activity 
Reprehensible. 

Solicitation of support for candl- 
dates in the preferential vote of the 
St. Louis Bar Association on nomi- 
nees for judicial offices, or acquies- 
cence in such solicitation, is “highly 
reprehensible,” it is declared in a 
letter accompanying ballots for the 
referendum. 

The letter, signed by Kenneth

ITH the aid of so many ex- 
W oianatory paragraphs that it 

brings a pleasant reminiscence 
of the old silent movies, “British 
Agent” at the newly-opened Or- 
pheum, explains its problem—the 
situation the Allies found them- 
selves in in 1917-18, when the 
Soviet Government came to power 
in Russia and concluded a separate 
peace with Germany.

Kay’s. The movement is_ tense, 
even if the solution seems some- 


what absurd. Yet so vividly are the 
days of the terror detailed on the 
screen that it is easy to concede 
fate may have saved two. lives 
where it cost so many. An excep- 
tidnal feature of the picture is its 
representation of historical char- 
acters, although not referring to 
them by name in some instances.

New Zenith Receivers 
Inspected by Dealers. 

Headed by a 25-tube set designed 
for extraordinary distance reception 
of short wave and regular broad- 
cast stations, and including 10-tube, 
seven, six and five-tube superheter- 
odynes, the new 1935 line of Zenith 
receivers was shown to dealers dur- 
ing a three-day “open house” held 
recently by the Electric Lamp & 
Supply Co., distributer. The sets 
are being displayed in St. Louis. 

The 25-tube set, which comes in 
an exceptionally large and massive ‘ 
cabinet, has three speakers—two 
16-inch auditorium type speakers 
and a small speaker for the higher 
tones. It tunes from above 500 me- 
ters to 7 meters, going as low as 
48 kilocycles, so as to provide for 
police broadcasts reception in the 
future. The set’s tone is of excep- 
tionally fine character. 

A 10-tube model tunes from 530 
to 7 meters. This set has a 12-inch 
auditorium speaker and large con- 
sole cabinet. In fact, all of the sets 
have an unusually wide tuning 
range for their types and the num- 
ber of tubes in their chassis. 

There are two new Zenith auto- 
mobile sets, one with six, the other 
with five tubes. Both have auto- 
matic volume control and airplane 
dials, as well as dynamic speakers. 

A special feature of the new Ze- 
niths is what is termed “triple filter- 
ing.” This is designed especially to 
improve short wave reception, mak- 


ing it clearer and of better tone.. 


Instead of wavering, sputtering 
sounds on many short wave sta- 
tions, it is said, this triple filtering 
changes mere audibility into real 
entertainment. 

Use of the new dual purpose 
tubes in specially worked out cir- 
cuits is said to make the five-tube 
sets equivalent to receivers ordina- 
rily using as many as eight tubes. 
The 10-tube receiver is reported to 
be as powerful as sets with 12 and 
13 tubes in older circuits. 

The 25-tube set was demonstrated 
for the dealers at the Electric 
Lamp & Supply Co. Wednesday and 
again: yesterday, proving to have 
exceptional selectivity when desired 
and great distance range, as well as 
audio quality that surprised all of 
its hearers.

Tin-Plated Pistons 
Prove Their Value in 
Pontiac, Engineers Say 


Electro-plating of cast-iron pistons 
was developed and first used by 


Pontiac. The tin-plated piston is 
covered by patents. Its first use 


was as a temporary expedient in 
1928 without thought of its com- 
mercial value. After several thou- 
sand miles of operation, it was 
found that the tin had neither 
melted, flaked off nor worn appre- 
ciably. Further experimental work 
was carried on, and tin-plated pis- 
tons were put into production on 
Pontiac cars about three years ago. 


The practical results have been 

better and the costs less than antici- 
pated, according to Pontiac engi- 
neers. Some of the advantages 
claimed for tin-plated pistons are 
elimination of piston slap and piston 
seizing, ease of assembling into cyl- 
inders during manufacturing and 
cutting down of the amount of slow 
speed driving necessary to bring in 
a new engine, 
’ The tin, which is deposited by 
electro-plating process on the sur- 
face of the piston to a thickness of 
three-quarters of a thousands of 
an inch, is soft, giving a smooth, 
almost frictionless bearing surface 
which withstands high temperatures 
and will not seize under load. It 
permits the use of cast iron for the 
body of the piston, which expands 
and contracts at the same rate as 
the cylinder walls and thus further 
eliminates sticking.

But Hildegarde wanted 
romance.

And, Him- 
mel, she almost dropped 
her tray—a man was flirt- 
ing with her yet! 

Courtly attention, aid- 
ed by an expert knowl:

enly reserve and Rost 
and Hildegarde were soon 
going together every Sat- 
urday night. First it was 
that wonderful Coney Is- 
land and then Rost in- 
sisted she come to his 
house, properly  chap- 
eroned, and inspect. his 
remarkable stamp collec- 
tion. Hildegarde _pre- 
tended to be properly im- 
pressed with the stamps 
and really got a thrill 
when she learned what 
profits Rost amassed each 
month selling and ex: 
changing them. She had 
no idea there was any 
money in_ those little 
patches of paper, some 80 
old and dirty looking, 
too. 

Never dreaming she 
was marrying into a house 
where a potent rival for 
her husband's love was already enthroned, 
Hildegarde became Rost’s bride, to the re- 
lief of worrying relatives back in Berlin. 
Hildegarde, they thought, had a husband 
now and would settle down, as a young 
girl should. 

From the start, Hildegarde fretted over 
her husband's absorption with his stamp 
business. The honeymoon was hardly over 
when he began spending evenings in his 
little room and leaving her to knit or listen 
to the radio in the parlor. It was not 
right that he should do such things. The 
bride wept for her lack of love and at- 


tention. 


Then Along Came the Police. 


Paul Herman, Mrs. Hildegarde Rost and Richard Rost. 


In 1928 a boy child was born and they 
named him Manfred. But after coming 
out of his seclusion long enough to hold 
the child at the baptism, Rost went back 
to being a philatelic hermit. He was re- 
lieved when to the home at 219 Garden 
street came Paul Herman. Herman, 48, 
lived at 152 Forty-ninth street, Union City, 
but he didn't mind the ride. 

Herman kept coming, night after night, 
and Rost would stop in passing through the 
living room long enough to say, “Hello, 
Paul” or “Nice evening.” Herman was an 
old friend of his and Rost was not afraid 
of any didoes behind his back. Besides, 


he felt rather reckless about his marriage. 
He and Hildegarde had clashed definitely, 
so definitely that they had sent little Man- 
fred to Hildegarde's parents in Ger- 
many, where he could be raised in normal 
surroundings. 

Then, early in August, there was an 
interlude in Rost's absorption with his 
stamps in which he discovered that his wife 
and his friend were in love. He faced 
them with the discovery and they admitted 
it. Rost ran into his little room and stared 
wildly at the wall. Then a light dawned. 
He had been reading about the artistic beau- 
ties of the Irish Free State's issue of 


stamps commemorating 
the fiftieth anniversary of 
the Gaelic athletic games. 
He had wanted ter’ 
ribly to buy a new issue 
of Costa Rican prizes and 
a sheaf of  one-peso 
Chilean air mail stamps. 
Then there was that spe- 
cial cachet of the Byrd 
expedition to Antarctica 
with the two penguins on 
it, and a flock of other 
finds that would treble in 
value in a few years. As 
a professional stamp deal- 
er, he should have them. 
But, alas, Richard Rost 
was hard pressed. He 
had spent his money on a 
lot of new stamps and 
they had not moved fast 
enough. Buyers had been 
scarce. 
At this moment, say 
the Hoboken police, Rich- 
ard Rost arose with a 
strange gleam in his eye 
and walked into the par- 
lor where the lovers sat 
with held hands, willing 
to be forgiven or blown 
into eternity by the angry 
householder's shotgun. 
But, the police say, there 
was no shooting, merely 
an offer—Herman could 
have Hildegarde, and 
proprietary rights to Man- 
fred, too, if he would 
come across with $900. 
Herman, with an apol- 
ogetic aside to Hilde- 
garde, according to police, 
demurred at the _ price, 
but said the idea appealed 
to him and he was will- 
ing to bargain. So the trio a few days 
later discussed the arrangement over a 
spread of beef stew in the restaurant where 
the original romance had blossomed. Her- 
man came out flat with a declaration that 
$700 was top price for him, and Rost 
gave in, the charge runs. 

Then Herman fished out $200, accord- 
ing to the authorities, planked it on the 
table as a down payment and began walk- 
ing out with Hildegarde, whereat Rost stood 
up menacingly and cried: “Oh, no you 
don't, come back here! I want $500 more 
on the line before you take my wife.” 

It is reported that there were tears of 


disappointment in the eyes of both Hilde- 
garde and Herman as he walked out with- 
out her and she was forced to go back to 
her husbands apartment. Herman got 
busy, however, and two days later the 
three met in the office of Hans Muller, 
notary public. Everything was going to 
be legal and above board, Herman said. 
No funny business. 

This time, police declare, Herman hand- 
ed over the $500 due on account and Hilde- 
garde flew to his side. 

On this occasion, Notary Public Muller 
witnessed a remarkable document, which 
now reposes in the prosecutor's office. 

It reads as follows: “For and in consid- 
eration of $700. to me in hand paid by 
Hildegarde Rost, I have remised, released, 
discharged and quitclaimed the said Hilde- 
garde Rost from any expenses incurred by 
me in her behalf and I have no further 
claims of any kind on the said Hidegarde 
Rost.” 

It is signed by Richard Rost. The 
name of Paul Herman appears only as a 
witness to the signature but, the police 
aver, the strange form of the agreement is 
due merely to ignorance of the proper form 
on the part of the persons involved. 


T any rate, Hildegarde went to Union 

City to live with Herman and Rost re- 
turned to his stamps. The stamps Rost 
had coveted so long were as beautiful as 
he had thought. 

The queer affair might never have been 
discovered had not Rost, mussing about 
his precious stamp books, learned that 
issues worth $175 were missing. His 
suspicions flew immediately in the direction 
of the wife he is charged with bartering. 
He hurried to the Herman apartment and 
accused her. She denied the charge. Rost 
demanded that Herman reimburse him for 
the missing stamps. Herman refused, stat- 
ing, according to police, that he had given 
his last cent to buy Hildegarde. 

Rost whirled on Hildegarde and cried, 
police say: “Well, then, you come back 
with me!” 

“I won't, I won't go back with you!” 
Hildegarde is quoted as crying. “I hate 
you! I hate you! You sold me!” 

Rost stalked out, but next day went to 
police headquarters and complained about 
the alleged theft of his stamps. 

Detective Lieutenant William Christie 
drove to Rost’s home and questioned the 
neighbors. 

“Him? Oh, he's a terrible man. He 
sold his wife!’ the neighbors chorused. 

Then Christie motored to Union City 
and questioned Herman and Hildegarde. 
In a few hours, all three parties were being 
subjected to a severe grilling by Inspector 
Daniel Kiely. Rost and Herman stolidly 
grunted negative answers. But Hildergarde 
declared that she had been traded like a

When the baby was a year old, Bald- 
win testified, Burton and his wife sep- 
arated. Baldwin soon married the for- 
mer Mrs. Burton, who also had a 
young daughter, then in custody of its 
father. The divorce decree obtained 
when the Burtons separated gave her 
custody of the two children, but she 
agreed that the girl go with the fa- 
ther. : 

Baldwin admitted that he fooled his 
parents as to the age of the child. 

A presumption in Oklahoma law 
gives custody of a child to either par- 
ent, rather than a stranger, unless evi- 
dence of immorality or other unfitness 
to have custody of the child out- 
weighs the presumption. 

The Baldwins set out to prove that 
the boy’s mother was unfit to have 
him. Witnesses took the stand to tes- 
tify that Mrs. Baldwin drank exces- 
sively. Instances of irregular conduct 
with men were alleged, some of the 
men themselves testifying.

AKE ERIE was in a 
rough and dangerous 
humor one night not long 
ago. In a fit of fury it 
hurled a wave’ which 
knocked H. Godfrey 
Phillips off his sailing 
boat into the storming water. 

Frank Phillips threw a life pre 
server to his father, but it was swept 
out of reach before the older man 
could grasp it. Frank, left alone on 
the boat, was not a skillful sailor and 
the gale and high waves made it ex- 
tremely difficult to handle the heavy 
craft. His attempts to get it near the 
man struggling in the water were un- 
successful. Nor could the father, be- 
cause of the force of wind and waves, 
get back to the vessel. It was only a 
minute or two until, in the darkness 
and the noise of the violent water, the 
boat and the man who had been 
washed overboard were lost to each 
other. 

So Godfrey Phillips, 53 years old, 
Vice-president of a glass company,

found himself embarked on a struggle 
in which business acumen, bank ac- 
count, influence, friends and the other 
resources commonly acquired by a 
successful man of his age for combat 
with the world, could not help him. 
It was a struggle in which he must 
depend on his resources of physical 
strength, skill and courage: He wag 
entirely on his own in a primitive 
finish fight against an aroused and 
powerful adversary.

I learned 
how to ride waves and how to avoid 
disaster from undertow. 

“When I missed the life preserver 
that was thrown to me after I was 
washed overboard I knew I must take 
off my clothes. That’s the first thing 
I did. I bent over and released first 


one shoe and then the other. Then oft 


came my trousers and underclothing. 
I had difficulty getting out of my 
trousers; they caught about my legs, 
and for a moment or two I thought 
it was all over. I couldn’t have lasted 
more than a minute if I hadn't been 
able to get rid of them. 

“Unencumbered by clothes, I made 
a decision which I believe was impor- 
tant. I gave up all thought of rescue 
and made up my mind I would have 
to reach shore without help. 

“I recall first getting my bearings. 
Put-in-Bay (on South Bass Island, 
several miles off Port Clinton) was 
nearer but I would have to fight a 
bad cross wind and sea. So I decided 
to try for the mainland. I started 
out using a breast stroke. I rested 
on my back frequently at first but 
this, I soon learned, did more harm 
than good because the seas would 
break over my face and I would swal- 
low a lot of water. 

“At times I thought 1 was gaining. 
Then I would feel that I had lost 
ground. At times I gave myself a 
60-50 chance to win, at others, one in 
a bundred. My legs got so tired it 
seemed I couldn’t keep going. I got 
cramps in those legs and I would rest 
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much as a note of explanation and 
with her, presumably, had gone the 
children.

It was a coincidence that the reve- 
lations of Lieutenant-Colonel Rigby 
should have come at about the same 
time as other reports which went to 
show the extreme antiquity of the cus- 
toms he described. The latter were 
the accounts of ancient crocodile wor- 
ship and descriptions of ruins found by 
the Italian Archeological Mission, 
under Professor Carlo Anti of the Uni- 
versity of Padua. These have caused 
a great deal of discussion among arch- 
eologists, and anthropologists have 
tentatively concluded that there are 
grounds for believing the African sav- 
ages of Lake Albert to be descendants 
(at least in culture) of the original 
Greco-Roman citizens of the Fayum 
section in Egypt. There is certainly a 
marked similarity between the croco- 
dile worship of the Fayum, only 60 
miles south of Cairo, and that which 
has been found in the mysterious Ny- 
anza district of the African interior.

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When the Nile overflowed in those 
days, thousands of years ago, it often 
brought large numbers of croco- 
diles with it. Fear of the crocodiles 
must have been combined with a sense 
of gratitude for the fertility brought 
on by the floods. Thus the god Sebek, 
who originated as a crocodile, became 
also a god of fertility, creation and 
the fields and waters. The crocodile 
cult which survived in this form

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through the end of the Kingdom of 
Egypt into the period of Hellenistic 
culture in Egypt was far removed from 
original primitive religion. It sur- 
vived the various changes in religion 
which accompanied the immigrations 
of strange peoples to the Fayum. 

Fifty priests were at one time at- 
tached to the huge temple where the 
crocodile religion was practiced in 
Tebtunis, according to a papyrus man- 
uscript which Professor Anti found 
in the ruins. This temple had been 
buried beneath 10 feet of sand for per- 
haps 2000 years. 

That long ago the temple was a 
mecca for Greek and Roman tourists, 
who came from miles around to see the 
processions pass down the sacred aisle 
to the shrine of the crocodile god. The 
whole set of sacred structures must 
have been tremendously imposing. 
There were halls for the priestly rit- 
uals flanking a great pavilion with 
eight limestone columns. On both 
sides of this building were others, all 
devoted to religious purposes. And 
these were connected by a great 325- 
foot boulevard to a place of worship, 
which was set off by a monumental en- 
trance. Within this sanctuary was the 
shrine of Secnebtuni—Sebek, Lord of 
Tunis. Among the statues and reliefs 
used to decorate the courts and tem- 
ple walls Professor Anti found one of 
the finest works of art uncovered by 
the expedition—a great relief of 
Secnebtuni. And behind the god 
crouches a little crocodile, at the foot 
of a sacred tree, in which is coiled a 
serpent, symbol of power. 

The most significant thing found in 
the temple, however, was the pool 
where the sacred crocodile was kept. 
Previously two British archeologists 
had located the burial ground where 
remains of dead crocodiles had been 
deposited. But these crocodiles were 
not the holy crocodiles; they were sac- 
rificial crocodiles dedicated to Secneb- 
tuni. The sacred crocodiles, which 
were carefully tended by priests in the 
pool within the temple walls, received 
a far more dignified burial than the 
sacrificial ones, whose burial ground 
was the desert. 

Crocodile worship is widespread Va-

rious tribes of Madagascar believe 
theniselves to be descendants of croco- 
diles. The reptiles there are even sub- 
ject to the laws of the land; and if a 
crocodile commits murder it is treated 
almost as if it were a human culprit. 
The high priest or chief of the tribe 
leads his people to the edge of the 
water and catches the offending croco- 
dile on a hook. It is then sentenced 
and executed. Afterwards the croco- 
dile is buried with the same rites as 
any other villager; a stone is erected 
to mark the place of its burial. 

On the Island of Buru, in the East 
Indian Archipelago, a certain tribe has 
a legend concerning an invasion of the 
country by a swarm of crocodiles. One 
of the priests, doubtless hard put to it 
for an explanation of such a phenom- 
enon, declared that the prince of the 
crocodiles had fallen in love with a 
certain native girl. She was dressed 
in bridal array and delivered to the 
crocodiles——theoretically in marriage.

Mohammedans took over Buru 
and converted the inhabitants. — 

A more modern crocodile worship 
is now going on in Nigeria. At Iba- 
dan, a southern village, the market 
square centers on a mud-built pen. 
It is filled with slime and is the rest- 
ing place of a giant crocodile, said to 
be 150 years old. This god is fed with 
live chickens. A guard is constantly 
beside the pen, armed with a large 
drum, so that he can warn the croco- 
dile of the approach of strangers. This 
crocodile is venerated by the natives, 
and the chickens they give it may 
be considered sacrifices, but so far as 
is known it is not the recipient of hu- 
man sacrifice.

NOTHER incident in his 
Aur career reveals the 

practical side of the new 
President-elect. While in com- 
mand of a garrison at Chinameca, 
Vera Cruz, he caught a wealthy 
citizen of the town and a Turk 
trying to smuggle ammunition 
out to an enemy force near- 
by. Instead of standing the cul- 
prits up against a wall before a 
firing squad, Cardenas required 
them to contribute materials for 
a hospital that was being built at 
San Jeronimo. ‘‘You are con- 
demned to pay for 10 carloads of 
brick and five carloads of ce- 
ment,” he told the citizen, “and 
the Turk will be obliged to pay for 
20 carloads of brick and 10 of ce- 
ment.’”’ The hospital got the brick 
and cement and the offenders kept 
their lives. 

Cardenas has taken part in 
some hard fighting and been 
wounded twice. By 1920 he had 
reached the rank of General, and 
for eight or nine years afterward 
he was military commander in 
various states. From 1928 to 1932 
‘he was Governor of Michoacan, 
but part of this time was spent in 


the field, helpifig put down the 


Escobar rebellion. He also served 


successively as Minister of the In- 


terior, president of the National 


ican combat ship and drove Eu- 
ropean demonstrators from the 
air with a war show so murderous 
that his plane ripped a competi- 
tor’s wing fabsic. 

His friends say he fears nothing 
in the world. “Or anywhere else.”’ 
He thinks death might be a new 
adventure.

General Cardenas is 5 feet 10 
inches tall and of sturdy build, 
weighing about 160 pounds. He 
has thick black hair and greenish 
eyes. He is neat in his dress, but 
there is nothing of the dandy 
about him; he often wears a 
broad-brimmed felt hat with a 
pinched crown—a (flat-brimmed 
affair, not the cowboy type. 

This protege of Calles doesn’t 
talk much and seldom laughs, 
although he has a ready smile. 
People say it is difficult to get 
his promise, but once it is given, 
he will keep it. Cardenas is a hard 
worker and does not care for so- 
cial affairs. He doesn’t smoke and 
drinks very little—believes in dis- 
couraging the use of liquor among 
the people. 

Despite his small amount of for- 
mal schooling, Cardenas is in 
sympathy with intellectual pur- 
suits, a friend to writers, paint- 
ers and musicians. Victor Hugo 
was his favorite author as a 
youth; it is said that he read ‘‘Les 
Miserables’ at least six times be- 
fore he was 16. For years he has 
encouraged the establishment and 
improvement of rural schools, 
along with the development of ag- 
riculture and road building. 

Strongly liberal, Cardenas has 
been a doughty champion of the 
peasant and laboring classes. He 
is considered a supporter of 
friendship with the United States. 

A good horseman, General Car- 
denas is fond of 
all sports in 
which horses are 
used. He also 
likes to play 
handball. Per- 
haps his principal hobby is the 
collection of clippings about 
events throughout the world. 

Cardenas is of moderate means. 
He has a farm in his native State, 
and lives in a bungalow on the 
outskirts of Mexico City, with his 
wife and two children, one a little 
girl, the other a boy who was 
born May 1. It may be significent 
of Cardenas’ family life that they 
say of him in Mexico City: ‘‘Cuan- 
do el termina de trabajar el se va 
a casa’ — “When he “finishes 
work he goes home.”

And there’s another’ thing 
against his ‘‘reformation’’ at this 
stage of the air conquest—or this 
stage of Doolittle. Ever since he 
enlisted, in the early days of the 
World War, aviation has meant 
more to him than “the flying 
game.’ The army saw that, kept 
him, much against his will, on this 
side as an instructor, sent him to 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, made him chief test pilot, 
chief of flight test research and 
then chief of the flying section in 
charge of all experimental flying, 
and, when he resigned four years 
ago, appointed him a Major in the 
Air Corps Specialists Reserve. 


LEARLY, the “thrill” of a 
CO weira new plane’”’ isn’t all 

there is to keep Doolittle in 
the ring. Besides his degree of 
bachelor of arts, he is a master of 
science and doctor of science in 
aeronautics, the doctorate being 
the first of the kind conferred by 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. There are many 
“chores’’ in the game besides fly- 
ing. Doolittie uses his department 
planes as casually and as much as 
most of us use a flivver. And if 
a race comes along with reason for 
him to get into it, it’s a safe bet 
that he’ll do that “chore,”’ too— 
and do it to a finish. 


He reads technical journals, 
aeronautics and petroleum, almost 
exclusively. When he had more 
time, he read voraciously, impar- 
tially. As for the theater, ‘I want 
something that makes me laugh, 
makes me feel better, kinder to- 
ward the author, myself and the 
rest of the world. These sordid 
shows that depress, reduce one’s 
confidence in human nature--- 
there’s no excuse for them.” 

His friends know him as ready 
to laugh as to fight. His sense of 
humor, they say, expresses itself 
less in the typical small-boy prac- 
tical jokes of ‘‘the game’’ than in 
witticisms, generally innocuous, 
sometimes ‘devastating and yet 
compelling a laugh. Strangely, he 
is tolerant. 

“It was a blow, at the time,” 
he says of the war-time assign- 
ment that kept him from going 
overseas. ‘‘Since then I’ve been 
to Europe twice, got acquainted, 
and found they’re pretty fine peo- 
ple. I’m rather glad, now, that 
I didn’t have to go over and fight 
them.”’ 

He has immense energy. He 
never takes a vacation. An ordi- 
nary outing would be much duller 
than his work—a few days at his

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desk, and then a few out on the 
road, and his ‘‘road’’ means the 
highway of the air. When he has 
a free day or two, he flies some- 
where to hunt, ducks or deer. 
Pennsylvania, Texas or Maine. 

Stories are retold of his flying 
all day, mixing business and pleas- 
ure half the night, up and out 
again at dawn, with a steady hand 
at the controls. When he comes 
home from a trip, he wades 
through all his mail at once, some- 
times leaving scant time for rest, 
and is uncommunicative until he 
has arrived at all the answers. 

He likes silence, if not solitude. 
He rarely hunts alone. But he 
has days of preoccupation. He 
makes pretense of reading or 
sleeping, but he does not rest until 
the problem is solved and his mind 
is free again. 

He is matter-of-fact. Music 
leaves him cold, though famous 
musicians are among his friends. 
He loves people and parties; he 
detests dancing. At his one 
symphony concert a few years ago 
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he wished for a trained seal, al- 
though that particular conductor 
left little to be desired. He re- 
gards that lack in himself with a 
sort of polite regret, but he makes 
no effort to supply it. It seems 
illogical to him to waste time on 
a barren field. He is practical in 
a way that transcends the ordi- 
nary scope of the term, and 
reaches into his view of the world, 
of himself and of the aim of life. 

‘Some people can look down on 
a valley and say, ‘That’s beauty,’ ”’ 
he confesses. ‘I can’t. It has no 
beauty for me—unless it’s a flat 
damn’ thing, where you could land 
an airplane.” 


UT there’s beauty for him, 
Bo concedes, in that ‘weird, 

new plane’’—‘particularly if 
there’s something trim about its 
lines.’’ There’s beauty in anything 
that functions beautifully, beauty 
in anything that works, from an 
equation in physics to a radial 
motor, and nothing pretty in any- 
thing—any equation, no matter 
how symmetrically it seems to bal- 
ance—if it doesn’t work. 

One suspects that Doolittle 
judges himself the same way, and 
he does not deny it. He has to 
have his own standards. Public
